Elk Grove Park District residents wuV 


go to the poll<< tomorrow to vote on a 
$1.490.000 bond issue. 


Park Director Jack Claes said he ex- 


pects almost 2.000 of the 8,600 eligible 
roters. less than 25 per cent, to vote on 
•n all-seasons recreation building and 
general park improvements. 


He said, "It's difficult to say what we 


think the turnout will be. We're puzzled 
by what happened on the mental health 
referendum." 


A four-township mental health proposal 


to raise money for local mental health 
and retardation services lost by a three 
to one margin last Saturday, with only 
an eight per cent turnout in Elk Grove 
Township. 


Claes said he thought more people 


would vote in the park election because 
it was on "something closer to home," 
and because of previous turnouts on park 
elections. 


THE PROPOSED referendum includes 


purchase of a five-acre site in the north 
end of the village; general park improve- 
ments in all parks; development of a 14-, 
acre park site at Wellington Avenue and 
Biesterfield Road; and an all-seasons 
building. 


The 14-aere park will include two light- 


ed baseball diamonds, two additional 
baseball diamonds, five lighted tennis 
courts, two handball courts, and the all- 
seasons building. 


Residents interested in seeing a slide 


presentation on the proposal are invited 
to Grant Wood School, 225 E. Elk Grove 
Blvd. at 8 p.m. today. Information can 
also be obtained by calling park district 
offices at 437-8780. 


In the referendum, park district resi- 


dents will be asked to authorize the is- 
suance of bonds to be redeemed over the 
next 12 years at an annual cost to the 
average homeowner of $5.89 a year. 


The increase in taxes would be six 


cents per $100 assessed valuation. 


Construction would begin this summer 


on all phases of the proposal. 


Residents who wish to use the facilities 


for skating will be charged a fee com- 
patible to present swimming pool rates, 
which are $40 a year per family. 


The fee will provide revenue for yearly 


operational costs. 


REGISTERED VOTERS living in the 


park district for 30 days, in the county 
for 60 days and in the slate for one year 
are eligible to vote. 


The district has been divided into five 


election precincts with corresponding 
polling places that wil be open fom 6 
a.m. to 6 p.m. 


They are: 
Precinct one, north of Landmeier 


Road, at Ira Rupley School, 305 E. Oak- 
ton Blvd. 


Precinct two, south of Landmeier Road 


March Is Beginning Of Tornado Season 


The month of March signals the begin- 


ning of the tornado season, according to 
the Elk Grove Village Civil Defense 
agency. 


For the next three months residents 


should be conscious of the fact that it is 
the tornado season in northern Illinois, 
officials said. 


Though none of the months are im- 


mune to tornadoes, they commonly occur 
in the late winter and spring. May is the 
peak month. 


"Nearly SO per cent of Illinois tor- 


nadoes originate In the late afternoon be- 
tween 3 and 7 p.m.," said Capt. John 
Henrici, deputy co-director of the local 
CD agency and a member of the local 
fire department. 


"They usually move from southwest to 


northeast, but have been known to move 


in every direction of the compass," he 
said. "They move an average distance of 
16 miles over a 250-yard path." 


In 1970 there were 650 tornadoes in the 


United States, killing 73 persons. Tor- 
nadoes this year in the South have al- 
ready claimed some 70 lives. 


In the last two years, however, no loss 


of life from tornadoes have been report- 
ed in Illinois, where 17 tornadoes struck. 


HENRICI SAID IT is not possible to 


predict the exact occurrence of tor- 
nadoes well in advance but it is possible 
to identify areas where they may occur. 


Weather conditions conducive to tor- 


nadoes are about 100 miles wide and 250 
miles long. "This is not to say a tornado 
could not occur outside this area, but the 
possibility is considerably lessened," he 
said.

He said there has been a problem with

Elk Grove Village has a warning siren 


system that is activated to alert the pub- 
lic of a tornado warning. "In no event 
will it be used to alert the public for a 
tornado watch or to advise of an all clear 
condition," said Henrici. 


A warning is issued when a tornado 


has actually been sighted in the area or 
detected by radar. A watch is the "first 
alerting message between the National 
Severe Storm Forecast Center and the 
area potentially 
threatened 
by tor- 


nadoes," he said. 


WHEN A TORNADO warning is 


sounded — a three to five minute steady, 
ever- or level tone — residents are urged 
to take cover In an area of the home, 
office, or plant that has been pre- 
designated as the best protection against 
tornado damage. 


If you have a basement go to the south- 


west corner of the basement or if there is 
no basement go to the interior of the 
home, be urged. 


Occupants should stay away from 


large glass windows especially on the 
west and south side of the building. Hen- 
rici urged getting under heavy furniture 
such as beds and heavy tables. In a large 
building, do not stand under large open 
areas with wide free-span roofs.

Hearing On Viator Housing Issue Continued 


A public hearing on the moderate-in- 


come housing proposal near St. Viator 
High School in Arlington Heights was 
continued Wednesday until April 21. 


More than 700 persons, mostly oppo- 


nents, attended the meeting in Forest 
View High School before the Arlington 
Heights Plan Commission. Many had to 
be turned away because of overcrowded 
conditions. 


It was the first official hearing for the 


plan to build 190 units in townhouse clus- 
ters on a 15-acre site facing Euclid Ave- 
nue, between Dryden Avenue and Drury 
Lane in the suburb. 


The developer of the project is the 


Metropolitan 
Housing 
Development 


Corp., a non-profit corporation. 


The plan was greeted by opposition 


f r o m two homeowners associations 
whose property surrounds the St. Viator 
land, and The Concerned Metropolitan 
Citizens' Committee, who were directly 
responsible for the housing proposal. 


Representatives of both groups spoke 


in opposition to a proposal to construct 
moderate-income housing hi the St. Via- 
tor property. 


By 11 p.m. the plan commissioners had 


not yet begun to approach the heart of 
their questioning and voted to continue 
the hearing until April 21. It is expected 
the next hearing will be held in the audi- 
torium at John Hersey High School on 
the north side of Arlington Heights. 


The Metropolitan Housing Devel- 


opment Corp., presented six witnesses to 
testify in its behalf. AU were jeered by 


the majority of the audience. 


One of those speaking against the plan 


was Michael Murray, 409 N. Dryden 
Place, president of the Greater. East 
Wood Homeowners Association. 


Murray said, "It's not my purpose 


tonight to approve or disapprove of this 
project. That is better left to this com- 
mission to decide." 


Murray said he wanted to clarify that 


few policemen, firemen and teachers in 
Arlington Heights would qualify for mod- 
erate-income housing under financial 
schedules established by the Federal 
Housing Authority. 


Murray — who described the member- 


ship of his association as people earning 
about $12,000 per year — gave as an ex- 
ample that starting policemen and fire- 


men, who earn about $9,000 per year, 
would need to have eight dependents to 
qualify for the program. 


HOWARD KAGAY, 824 N. Drury Lane, 


president of the Arlington Estates Home- 
owners Association, said, "We have prin- 
cipal, precedent and the history of good 
planning to protect us from bad plan- 
ning." Kagay said he wondered what 
would happen if such a project were to 
be abandoned after it was constructed. 


He speculated that it might be taken 


over by the Cook County Housing Author- 
ity. 


Kagay received a standing ovation 


from an estimated two-thirds of those in- 
side the auditorium when he concluded, 
"I believe in the integrity of our plan 
commission and believe that you will not 
allow this to be built in our backyards." 


Frank Steiner, a resident of Chicag 


and current chairman of the CMCC, sai 
his group was also opposed to the proi 
ect. Steiner, who explained that CMC* 
made the original proposal for low an-\ 
moderate income housing on the prope- 
ty, said "the project is discriminatory i 
racial terms." 


The chairman said the project does nOv 


meet the issue of racial justice, because 
it does not meet "the housing needs of 
blacks and Chicanes in the Chicago 
area." Speaking in favor of the proposal 
were Patricia Gardner, president of the 
League of Women Voters in Arlington 
Heights; Rudy Hazucha, president of the 
Arlington Heights Human Relations Com- 
mission, and Marjorie Frisbie, chairman 
of the Social Action Group of St. James 
Catholic Church.

A News Analysis 


The 117th annual convention of the Ilh 


nois Education Assn (IEA) last week in 
Chicago revealed an organization torn 
and split — perhaps only temporarily — 
at many levels 


In many ways, it was a normal, tradi- 


t onal meeting — complete with endless 
piocedural matteis on the crowded con- 
vention floor at the Sheraton-Chicago, 
the after-hours partying and the good fel- 
lowship of teachers away from the class- 
room gathered to visit old friends and 
talk about education 


At the same convention however, a 


member of the Northwest Suburban Divi 
sion, Rich Chienco publicly branded the 
convention as a "put-up job," was chal- 
lenged and then eloquently defended by 
his administrative supervisor from Elk 
Grove High School 


It was also the convention at which 
—Teachers attended a highly touted 


meeting on political action — and then 
rejected several of the founders of the 
political action movement for election to 
a temporary steering committee, 


—A delegate threatened, two weeks be- 


f o r e the c o n v e n t i o n , to attack 
"McCarthyism" from the floor (How- 
ever, the attack was never made ) 


—Delegates approved sweeping new 


by-laws — and haggled for hours, publi- 
cly and privately, about support for Uni- 
serv (a program to provide negotiators 
and services to associations and divi- 
sions) and the dues structures (average 


dues were hiked from $30 to $42) 


—It was charged that "militant" IEA 


staff members and urban education asso- 
ciations were plotting a power grab 


To understand some of the conflicts, 


one must look first to the American Fed- 
eration of Teachers (AFT), a union 
which in recent years has dominated the 
organizing of teachers 


More recently, the National Education 


Assn (NFA), the IEA and local associ- 
ations have felt the pressure, and have 
subsequently fought to hold and enlarge 
membership 


To fight the AFT, it's been necessary 


to offer a "show of strength" — which 
was what happened when the IEA staff 
personnel entered the Dist. 59 teachers 
strike 


It can be argued convincingly that the 


IEA was merely responding to a request 
from the Teacher's Council However, 
the result was muscle-flexing — even 
though the AFT has little to gam in Elk 
Grove Village 


This "militancy," this willingness to 


stand up for teachers, comes as the mon- 
ey squeeze is hitting districts, school 
boards can't afford large pay hikes and 
the level of board-teacher negotiations 
have become much more sophisticated. 


On local levels, some teachers in asso- 


ciations resist the "militants," asserting 
that they don't want unionization, but 
rather divisions built into self-sustaining 
units responsive to local problems and 
needs 


Thus, the convention clash It is un- 


clear at this tune just what effect the 
dissention will have There are many 
teachers, probably a majority in this 
area, who seek the moderate path, while 
some side with the need for more mili- 
tancy 


At the convention there was isolated 


mention of the cal for a "new" state or 
local organization, more responsive to 
the needs of suburban teachers Such 
talk, however, is still only speculation 
and perhaps wishful thinking 


Likewise, it is unclear what the fate is 


"of Educators for Political Action (EPA) 
The group, formed locally recently to 
pass referenda and support board candi- 
dates, has not yet begun to reach voters 


What's clear, however, is the increas- 


ing number of teachers involved in poli- 
tics Teachers apathy is beginning to let 
up 


It is clear, too, that the convention did 


modernize the state and local structure 
of the IEA. It appears that the changes, 
if ratified by the membership, will make 
the organization 
more responsive to 


teachers 


It was still a "fun" convention for 


most of the teachers most of the time 
For those deeply involved in the politics 
of education, the next few months will be 
marked by change, internal and external 
pressures and bitterness.

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Dozier Home Subpoenaed

State officials have ordered owners of 


Bee Dozier Nursing Home in Palatine to 
phn.se out their present operation over 
the next four years due to substandard 
facilities. 


Bee Dozier is one of several Chicago 


area nursing homes to be criticized by 
Chicago Tribune-Better Government As- 
sociation investigators this week. 


Along with owners of more than a doz- 


en other nursing homes. Bee Dozier ad- 
ministrators were also Issued a subpoena 
Wednesday to appear before a federal 
grand jury investigation of charges lev- 
eled seniast them. 


ALSO ON WEDNESDAY, owners of 


the rural two-story home at 1515 W. Dun- 
dee Road received a revised state license 
which will take their status of being a 
nursing home away from them. 


The new provisional license was issued 


as a result of new standards for nursing 
homes the state set last June. 


It requires the owners to phase their 


number of nursing care patients out at a 
rate of 25 per cent each year until no 
nursing care patients remain at the home 
by August of 1974 


At that time, the home can operate 


only as an ambulatory sheltered care 
center. No residents in need of nursing 
care will be allowed. 


CURRENTLY. THERE are 36 resi- 


dents it Bee Dozier, four short of the 
home's 40 resident capacity. 


The nursing home license was revoked 


and replaced with the provisional license 
because Bee Dozier does not meet state 
standards, said Paul Elbow, chief of the 
health facilities division of the Illinois 
Department of Public Health. 


"Since August of 1970, when the license 


was renewed. Bee Dozier has been pro- 
hibited from admitting any patients who 
require nursing care." Elbow said. 


He said state inspectors found several 


violations of .state standards upon their 
last inspection, including the frame con- 
struction of the facility, corridors too 
narrow to meet standards of a nursing 
home, inadequate door widths, outdated 
electrical wiring, improper exits and fire 
escape routes, and rooms without the re- 
quired number of square feet per resi- 
dent for nursing homes. 


HE SAID STATE records show Bee 


Dozier was first licensed in 1945, even 
though the home operated 28 years be- 
fore that when a state license was not re- 
quired, its owners said. Bee Dozier is 
owned by a family corporation. When the 
home's founder. Bee Dozier, died, own- 
ership was changed In her daughters' 
names in 1960. Elbow added. 


Since the investigation singled Bee 


Dnzier out. state aid to the home has also 
been cut off 


Robert Wessell. chief medical adminis- 


tration for the Illinois Department of 
Public Aid, said public funds to Bee Doz- 
ier, among other Chicago area homes, 
have been stopped until the investigation 
is complete. 


Asked why public aid was stopper he 


said, "All funds going to homes where 
there is a question of adequate care are 
being withheld, and Bee Dozier fits into 
that category " 


He said the Palatine home public aid 


recipients at Bee Dozier received a total 
of $31,3m in 1970. Until these funds are 
reinstated, the financial burden of the 
cutback will be carried by the private 
owners, he added.

doesn't matter too much, since the state 
is usually eight months or so behind on 
their payments anyway." 


She said 12 residents who have been 


approved for state aid now reside at the 
home, which charges an average of $400 
a month per resident. 


"Our home is open for inspection to 


anyone who wants to stop by. We have 
nothing to hide. Granted our building is 
old. but it is always clean," she said. 


She added that Bee Dozier adminis- 


trators have discussed rebuilding in or- 
der to conform with state standards and 
gain back their license to operate a nurs- 
ing home, instead of shelter care center.

lutions. 


Tuciday. Feb. 23 


—The Senate. One roll call was taken 


with both Percy and Stevenson present 
and a vote was taken to shut off debate 
on the filibuster rule. Percy and Steven- 
son both voted in favor of cloture but a 
two-thirds vote was required; only 50 
senators, or one-half, voted to stop the 
debate. 


If the proposed rule is approved, it 


would take only a three-fifths or 60 per 
cent vote to stop debate, rather than the 
present two-'.hirds vote.

Collier Introduced two bills amending so- 
cial security legislation.

McClory introduced a resolution calling 


for an amendment to the Constitution to 
lower the voting age to 18 in all elections. 


He also cosponsored a bill to provide 


for insured operating loans for farmers 
and another to increase the loan limita- 
tion, with both bills offered as amend- 
ments to the Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration Act. 


Collier introduced a resolution calling 


for a Constitution amendment guaran- 
teeing equal rights for men and women 
and he also cosponsored legislation in- 
troduced by Anderson for campaign 
spending reforms. They would provide 
reduced mailing costs, tax credits on 
some contributions, free television time 
and a standard of ethics for financial dis- 
closure in campaigns for federal offices.

Grove Park District presents (or the con- 
sideration of the voters a bond referen- 
dum to effectively complete the park sys- 
tem in the currently populated areas of 
Elk Grove. To again list the improve- 
ments contained in the referendum pack- 
age would be redundant. I would rather 
point out the reasons for a favorable 
vote. 


For the boys hockey program and for 


the pleasure skaters, the proposal offers 
an indoor rink with a modest fee as com- 
pared to unstable ice conditions with 
variable weather and wind problems and 
out-of-town skating at very odd hours. 


The indoor rink would not eliminate 


the free, neighborhood rinks, just supple- 
ment them. The rink is a luxury, but 
with the increasing popularity of hockey 
and general skating, I believe the usage 
will justify the expense. 


For the residents in the northeast end 


of the village, the proposed five-acre 
park acquisition and development is the 
only practical solution to the current lack 
of park apace. A solution must be 
reached here before the open land is 
gone. 


FOR THE BOYS* baseball and football 


programs, for the men's Softball pro- 
grams, and for the local tennis and hand- 
ball buffs, the referendum offers the so- 
lution to the need for increased facilities 
rather than a lengthy development that 
moves only as money becomes available. 


For the neighborhood residents and 


users of the individual parks now in exis- 
tence, the referendum offers beau- 
tification and completion, now, not some- 
time in the future depending upon money 
and manpower availability. 


$1,490,000 is a lot of money, but when 


equated out to approximately $6 per 
household per year for 12 years, it be- 
comes relatively insignificant. There is 
nothing new or unique about purchasing 
on the installment plan. If cash was the 
only way to do business, I'm sure we 
would find this a vastly different world. 


Let's play as we pay and vote yes

When water goes down the drain slow- 


ly it won't be long before it doesn't go 
down the drain at all. Over a period of 
time, grease and soap may cause a drain 
to fill up. and lint, hair and other bits of 
material will become trapped and halt 
the flow of water. 


While chemical drain cleaners can be 


elective, they are the most hazardous 
household 
chemicajs 
you can have 


around. 


Using them in small amounts at 


frequent intervals is often recommended 
to prevent stoppage, but you can do just 
as well by occasionally pouring some 
boiling water down the drain. 


Before going to work on the trap under 


the sink, check the drain opening. The 
strainer may have caught too much ma- 
terial and need cleaning. The underside 
of the metal stopper, the kind that is part 
of a bathroom sink, often has material 
clinging to it. 


THE LAVATORY SINK stopper that is 


in place permanently may be held in 
place with a nut above or a coupling be- 
low, just above the trap. Careful exam- 
ination will show you whet must be 
loosened or removed in order to free the 
stopper. Once you nave it out, scrub it 
well. 


Stoppace generally occurs in the trap, 


the U-shaped pipe below the drain open- 
ing. 


Most traps are equipped with a clean- 


out plug at the bend. Place a pail un- 
derneath and then remove the plug with 
a wrench. Poke a wire into the drain to 
loosen the stopped-up material 


If the trap has no plug you will have to 


remove this section of pipe. Clean the 
pipe with a brush and hot water. 


If the problem is minor you may be 


able to handle it without taking the drain

apart. Use a plunger which you can buy 
at any hardware store. Place the rubber 
cup over the drain opening first, making 
certain there is some water in the sink. 
Pump the handle up and down. This will 
generally loosen the obstruction. 


If this doesn't work, try a flexible met- 


al tool called a snake which is made for 
this purpose. This is a long piece of 
spring steel with an auger on the end. 
Force this down through the drain from 
above. 


For toilet bowls there is another type 


of auger, shorter and sturdier for open- 
ing, up a stopped drain. Try the plunger 
for toilet bowls as well. 


Floor drains in basement and garage 


floors sometimes close up because of 
sand and dirt accumulating in the trap. 
Tie an old spoon to an end of a stick and 
clean out some of it. Put the end of a 
garden hose in the drain and wash away 
the rest.

to the legs, usually involving the ar- 
teries When the muscles are unable to 
get an increased amount of blood when 
you walk, the pain develops By resting 
the muscles catch up on the amount of 
blood they need and you can walk again. 


The proper treatment depends upon 


where the disease in the arteries is lo- 
cated and how extensive it is If there is 
• generalized blockage of the arteries 
from the hip to the feet, a limited num- 
ber of things can be done Sometimes the 
blockage is localized in a region of the 
hip and pelvis. These localized areas of 
blockage can be corrected by surgery 
and the legs returned to normal function 
A careful study of the arteries in the legs 
is necessary before anyone can tell you if 
you would benefit from surgery or not. 


You can certainly have this problem 


without smoking It is true that smokers 
are particularly prone to this form of cir- 
culation problem of the legs and it is one 
of the ways that smoking can cause dis- 
ability.

Also ridiculous is Williams' con- 


tention that the law is an inconven- 
ience for sportsmen and farmers in 
rural areas downstate. 


Is it inconvenient to be asked 


once every five years — at a fee of 
$5 — to register as a gun owner? 
Hardly. To think so is nonsense. 


In fact, the law is a convenience 


to sportsmen Upon presentation of 
the card to gun and ammunition 
dealers, they are assured of pur- 
chases without difficulty — unless 
they're using someone else's card. 


At worst, the law could be called 


ineffective, one that doesn't go far 
enough in the fight for gun sanity. 
At best, it is a tool to help the state 
prevent minors, criminals and 
mental defectives from becoming 
gun owners. 


It also has been used to provide a 


quick rundown on registered gun 
owners apprehended with a gun in 
their possession, and to give legiti- 
mate reason to hold unregistered 
owners picked up while carrying a 
gun. 


Why the law draws such fervent 


objection from members of the 
gun fraternity is a mystery, except 
that they traditionally rail against 
anything that even remotely hints 
of gun control. 


We are getting increasingly tired 


of that posture, and the incessant 
ranting that any kind of gun con- 
trol is a step toward confiscation of 
all guns. 


We are especially tired of the as- 


saults on the Illinois gun owner 
registration law, which has not hin- 
dered one legitimate sportsman. 


This new attempt to undermine it 


deserves a quick death in the Gen- 
eral Assembly, or, failing that, a 
veto from Gov. Ogilvie.

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Schools A Key Legislative Concern

Despite the volume of legislation that 


will face the Illinois General Assembly 
this year because of extraordinary cir- 
cumstances, an old familiar topic — 
education — is likely to again be the 
dominant issue. 


Education always is a crucial issue 


when the legislators meet, if for no other 
reason than the fact that education ex-

penses make up the bulk of the individ- 
ual property tax dollar. 


But several new elements have been 


added recently to the education picture 
in Illinois, and they >are likely to create 
new interest and new controversy. 


Among them are: 
— The education article of the state's 


new Constitution, which abolishes the 
elected office of state superintendent of 
public instruction and replaces it, in 1974, 
with a state board of education which 


will select a chief education officer for 
the state. 


— The pending question of state aid to 


non-public schools, with legislation ex- 
pected to be introduced this month by 
the Elementary and Secondary Non- 
public School Study Commission. 


— Growing concern among downstate 


legislators with campus unrest and stu- 
dent problems 


—V The school crisis in Chicago, height- 


ened by a recent contract settlement 
that presupposes adequate state help 
when the state's new budget does not 
provide for such help. 


— The overall issues of teacher strikes 


and faculty activism. 


— The entrance of Dr. Michael Bakalis 


as state superintendent of public instruc- 
tion 


Each of these is a potential subject for 


debate. The only apparent reason now 
that they won't be subject to full-fledged 
debate between now and the adjourn- 
ment of the legislature is lack of time. 


The new Constitution is going to be one 


of the stickier issues. For one thing, al- 
though the charter itself abolishes the of- 
fice of state superintendent after Bak- 
alis' term, it leaves to the legislature the 
details concerning the size of the state

board, the manner of selection (or elec- 
tion), the term of office and the general 
policies of the board. 


The Constitution also states that the 


state has the primary responsibility for 
financing education. Currently, the state 
pays 39 per cent of the bill. "Primary" 
generally means more than half. 


Another difficult, and perhaps more 


emotional, issue is state aid to non-public 
schools question. Governor Ogilvie has 
again included 
funds 
for 
parochial 


schools in his budget, and this year, with 
Democratic control of the Illinois Senate, 
passage seems more likely. 


That is, unless the Republican-con- 


trolled House decides to reverse itself or 
unless the Supreme Court, either state or 
federal, rules against it. 


The mood of the legislature on campus 


problems and teacher strikes probably 
will be largely determined by the mood 
of the students and teachers this spring. 


Last year had a quiet autumn on the 


campus and some of the emotion dimin- 
ished But spring is always a more tense 
time and, if Monday's bombing of the U. 
S Capitol building is an example of what 
radical elements are planning, the Na- 
tional Guard may have a busy season. 


Bakalis, under most circumstances, 


would not be an issue. But there are dif- 
ferent circumstances this year, among 
them the unfolding record of his pre- 
decessor, Ray Page; his recent vow to 
crackdown on unlicensed "schools;" his 
status as the last elected state superin- 
tendent; and, of course, the fact that he 
is a Democrat and the Republicans are 
in the governor's mansion 


With all these possibilities, the odds 


are good that education will be in the 
forefront of issues in Springfield. 


Perhaps the best education anyone will 


get out of the session will be the one the 
citizens of the state receive on the quali- 
ty of their legislators and their ability to 
cope with the issues.

Scientific Research Needed Before Crises Hit

We must — and urgently — do more 


research in advance on what major sci- 
entific discoveries, government and in- 
dustrial actions and new social trends 
will do to us 


As of now, we wait until automobile 


exhaust pollution becomes a major na- 
tional problem before moving in with 
crash research programs on new engines 
and low-pullution fuels. 


Rather, when lead additives were first 


seriously considered as a major improve- 
ment in gasoline, we should, at that 
time, have put a few tans of thousands of 
dollars into research to determine what 
the additives would do to the atmos- 
phere. 


Then take mercury. We are told that 


b e c a u s e mercury waste has been 
dumped into our sewers, streams, lakes 
and the ocean, a variety of things we eat 
may be, or become, too dangerous for 
ourselves and our children. We sound the 
alarm bell lustily and push posthaste to 
design restrictions on mercury. 


What is now too obvious is that when 


mercury was being introduced in quan- 
tity industrially, there should have been 
thorough studies on what was likely to 
happen when sizable quantities of waste 
mercury were dumped "down the sink." 


Our great and entirely laudable scien- 


tific advances in agriculture set in mo-

vances we should have put sizable sums 
into research to determine what effects 
these scientific advances would have on 
the marginal and tenant farmers who 
would lose their livelihood and what 
these migrations would mean to our ma- 
jor cities. 


Had this research data been available 


a decade ago, then it is possible we 
might have been able to do something to 


prevent or at least alleviate some of the 
great misery which has resulted from 
our lack of forethought. . 


This column is not aimed at decrying 


the past. But what of tomorrow? Even 
now, future problems are being created 
daily by some of our discoveries, our in- 
dustrial and farm advances, by trends in 
government and by new customs being 
practiced by us as individuals. 


There are suspect metals besides mer- 


cury. There are other population move- 
ments. There is, for example, the pros- 
pect that within a year a scientist will 
conceive a baby hi a test tube and suc- 
cessfully place it inside a woman who 
will bear the child. 


Each time the government or industry 


makes a major technical or social deci- 
ion, each time scientists make an im- 
portant new discovery, new research is 
called for on the effects. 


Since research cannot possibly cover 


everything, loopholes will remain. Since 
research does not always come up with 
the right answers, there will be some er- 
roneous conclusions. 


But some preparation is better than no 


preparation 
And some erroneous re- 


search is a small price to pay for the 
increase in foreknowledge we shall 
achieve. It is far better than waiting for 
a crisis to show up.

Everybody complains about pollution 


but few are doing anything about it. 


Two recent public opinion polls suggest 


that one good reason for this may be that 
the ordinary citizen really doesn't know 
what he can do about it. 


The Harris organization surveyed 3,040 


persons across the country, asking them 
to volunteer what they felt were the most 
serious problems facing their commu- 
nities. 


Pollution ranked well in the lead, being 


cited by 34 per cent. This was followed 
by crime, 25 per cent; drugs, 14 per 
cent; schools, 12 per cent; housing, 11 
per cent; transportation, 11 per cent; 
employment, 10 per cent; taxes, 10 per 
cent, and youth problems, 9 per cent. 


Of those living in urban areas, 46 per 


cent said that they were "very willing" 
to accept some restrictions on their per- 
sonal lives to help solve pollution prob- 
lems. Over half were "very willing" to 
write letters to government officials and 
40 per cent were "very willing" to join a 
citizens' group 


In a more localized survey of 600 resi- 


dents of three downriver Detroit commu- 
nities, Universtiy of Michigan students 


found that about half of those inter- 
viewed considered environmental prob- 
lems among the most serious facing their 
community (slightly less than half men- 
tioned crime and morality), and about 
two-thirds declared that air pollution was 
"very serious." 


Yet only one in five citizens had ever 


complained about air pollution to offi-

cials, and only two people in the entire 
survey group had complained to the 
proper local agency. 


There is a crying need for leadership 


in this matter of pollution — from scien- 
tists, from industrialists, from public of- 
ficials But there can be little leadership 
until there is more hard data on who 
and what is causing which pollution 
where 


In the meantime, in their sincere but 


unfocakzed concern about the environ- 
ment, many Americans are wide open 
for exploitation by the fear mongers.

Founded by a 25-year-old who lives in 


a commune, IMI has been successful de- 
sp.te its mod image, or maybe because 
of it. It deals only with small and emerg- 
ing business — many of which are being 
started by young university talent shying 
away from the hassle of corporate suites. 
It also operates on the old-fashioned the- 
ory that you can accomplish more by ac- 
tion than talk.

This is the same kind of thinking that 


goes into the deliberations that lead up to 
leasing a car instead of buying one. 
Prospects often revel in the thought that 
the pes«y problems will all be someone 
else's concern under a leasing arrange- 
ment 


No doubt about it, it is a tempting 


thought But before you succumb, better 
do a little arithmetic. You'll find that 
leasing is by no means a cheap way of 
gpttins rid of mechanical problems. 


Part of the problem stems from the 


fact that lots ot us have heard the folk- 
lore of leasing Terms like "tax savings" 
and "fleet deals" have a jolly ring, de- 
spite their hazy application. 


\nn TO this fact that something 


hkp thrrr quarters of a million cars are 
leased each year, and it's not hard to 
believe that there may be something to 
leasing after all 


Unfortunately, the bulk of these cars 


are leased for business purposes, and 
the tax rules there are generous For the 
ordinary private citizen, however, there's 
about one chance in a thousand that leas- 
ing will cost l«'vx than owning 


As a rule of thumb, you can figure that 


an honest 2fi-month lease will cost about 
as much as the car itself 


However, if leasing a personal car does 


appeal to you in spite of the cost, here 
are descriptions of the two basic leasing 
arrangements 


The first is called a "finance lease," 


al.so known as an "open end," or "cost- 
plus" lease Under this arrangement, the 
leasing company buys the car you want, 
and then charges you a monthly fee for 
the term of the lease 


THIS MONTHLY fee must cover a 


depreciation reserve and the leasing 
company's profit At the end of the lease 
period, the company sells your car. 


The proceeds from this sale, added to 


your depreciation reserve, are supposed 
to cover the car's original cost If there 
is money left over in the depreciation ac- 
count, it is returned to you. If the ac- 
count runs short, you make up the differ- 
ence 


The other arrangement is called a 


"straight lease " It may also be called a 
"closed end," or "walkaway" lease. On 
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a straight lease, you contract for a stan- 
dard monthly payment during the lease 
period — commonly 26 months. You may 
have to pay a mileage charge for any- 
thing over a stipulated maximum, but 
your monthly payment covers all de- 
preciation. 


Both leases usually include the cost of 


registration of the car (which belongs to 
the company) and such odds and ends as 
wheel taxes and inspection fees. Other 
costs, such as insurance, repairs, tires, 
oil changes and the like can be added to 
the contract, but only for an extra fee. 


MOST LEASING companies are ethic- 


al, but the business has its disreputable 
fringe A careful reading of the contract 
is in order, and you may want to have a 
lawyer look at it if you have any doubts. 


The most common form of entrapment 


is a finance lease in which monthly pay- 
ments are kept ridiculously low. This 
serves to draw the sucker in, but when 
the car is finally sold, he's stuck with a 
whopping fee to flesh out the neglected 
depreciation reserve.

Excess Sewage 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District 


(MSD) has sent a 12-piece mailing to ap- 
proximately 14,000 industries informing 
them of the regulations and require- 
ments of the industrial waste surcharge 
ordinance, according to MSD Pres. John 
E. Egan 


"Under the ordinance, all industries 


which discharge waste into sewer sys- 
tems that terminate at district plants 
must evaluate their discharge and report 
their findings to the district," Egan said. 


The owner of any company with a dis- 


charge in excess of 10,000 gallons daily 
(3,650,000 gallons annually), is required 
to compute the surcharge due and make 
payments monthly Each company also 
is required to furnish engineering infor- 
mation on the location of sewage dis- 
charge points 


The MSD correspondence pointed out 


that the first reporting period is the 
month of March, and the first statements 
and payments are due April 10, 1971 


No payments are required for January 


or February, Egan explained 


The ordinance is designed to redistri- 


bute on an equitable basis the cost for 
treating the excess sewage. The sur- 
charge is expected to produce approxi- 
mately $10 million in revenue for the dis- 
trict annually. 


Tax Deduction For 
Foster Child Easier 


The Tax Reform Act of 1969 makes it 


easier to qualify foster children, as de- 
pendents, E. P Trainor, District Direc- 
tor of Internal Revenue, Chicago Dis- 
trict, announced 


A foster child now can be claimed as a 


dependent on the same terms as a natu- 
ral child if he lives with the taxpayer 
and is a member of the household for the 
entire year 


The effect of the Act also is to permit a 


taxpayer a dependency exemption for a 
foster child who makes $625 or more if 
the cWW is under 19 or a full-time stu- 
dent and the other dependency tests are 
met. Previously, such a foster child 
could not qualify as a dependent even 
though all other dependency require- 
ments were met 


A fester child is defined as one in the 


care of someone other than natural or 
adopted parents who cares for the child 
as bis own.

Little Gold Goes Long Way 


Chicago (UPI) - Gold. Who needs it? 
Just about everybody, in one form or 


another. In bars, in minted coins, in jew- 
elry, in plating. 


There never seems to be quite enough 


to go around. Even the U.S. Treasury 
would admit that. So, in some fields, 
where use of this expensive metal is a 
necessity, the ability to make a little 
gold go a long way is a real plus. 


Gold goes into computer components; 


into communications equipment; into 
delicate measuring devices. 


BUT, SAID Rees T Makins, president 


of M-W Laboratories, Inc., of Chicago, 
don't start digging into a telephone or a 
computer's interior in a search for gold. 
There isn't enough there to make it 


worth a fortune-seeker's time. 


Makins speaks with authority. A major 


part of the plating operation is devoted 
to using precisely the amount of gold 
necessary — exactly where a manufac- 
turer wants it on the many tiny and deli- 
cate parts that make up modern pre- 
cision devices. 


It may be a spot of gold no larger in 


diameter than a lead pencil. Probably, it 
will be a continuous run of small parts, 
using continuous reels of thin metal go- 
ing through an electro-plating process. 
The gold may go on at thicknesses — 
perhaps thinnesses would be more exact 
— measured in the millionths of an inch. 
Or, the process may plate striples of gold 
on one or both sides of flat stock, or in 
patterns of circles or squares.

Eclectic home decorating at its best. 


That's what you find in Jim and Joyce 
town's Palatine home, plus the warmth 
and charm of two gracious ex-Texans. 


Jim Lown is an engineer by profession, 


a do-it-yourselfer and artist at home. 
Mrs. Lown abounds in decorating ability. 
Together their talents complement their 
hospitality . . . and provide a comfort- 
able and pleasant home for themselves 
and daughters Bettie Jo, 13, Patricia 
Joyce, 11, and Valerie Jean, 9. 


Originality explodes beyond the red 


enameled double front doors. A 9 by 12- 
foot entry introduces Joyce's interest in 
antiques and her knack for combining 
different decorating periods. For her, an- 
tiques must be pleasant to look at. Ex- 
ample: her first finished piece, a wash- 
stand, date about 1870, with decorative 
carving and original hardware. 


"I MIXED MY OWN stain to blend 


with living room fruitwood tables," 
Joyce revealed. 


Her individuality also shows in a 


small, handsomely carved antique chaif, 
found in the attic of an old barn. The 
imaginative homemaker recovered the 
chair seat in pumpkin velvet to blend 
with a living room lounge chair and re- 
finished the wood in antique gold to 
match a picture frame from another era. 
Still in its antique gold leaf frame, a like- 
ness of Jim's great great great aunt, 
photographed in 1867, provides continuity 
in teaming old and new. 


Joyce dared another period mix in the 


entry with a crystal drop chandelier, 
marbled gold and white vinyl flooring 
and gold fringed area rug coupled with 
vinyl-coated gold and white print wallpa- 
per. An antique brass spittoon shares eye 
impact with a cut flower basket filled 
with colorful plastic blooms. The basket 
sites atop a dropped wall ledge that sep- 
arates the entry from the living room 
and points up stairway floral wall art. 


"I LOVE ALL KINDS of pictures and 


have them in every room," Joyce com- 
mented. 


The Lowns gave full rein to their flair 


for the unusual in the living room, 15 by 
30 feet with cathedral ceiling. Walls are 
oyster white. One wall of windows is 
draped in antique gold brocade with off- 
white sheers. Pale gold wool plush car- 
peting goes wall to wall. Joyce recalled 
that she once hated this room. 


Living room end tables are a joint 


project of husband and wife. Jim took 
massive fluted legs from an antique pi- 
ano, discovered by Joyce, and fastened 
them to octagon bases. He topped them 
with 24-inch pieces of inlaid marble, 
" m u c h much stronger than pure 
marble," according to Joyce. Each table- 
top weighs 100 pounds, she said. 


For basic living room furnishings Mrs. 


Lown chose a T-cushioned Lawson sofa, 
which she slipcovered in floral print of 
gold and autumn shades, a pumpkin vel- 
vet French Provincial lounge chair and a 
channel back chair in fern green. 


CENTERED IN THIS grouping stands 


a Country French cocktail table in fruit- 
wood. Most dramatic, however, is the 17- 
picture grouping of Old Masters above 
the couch. 


Dining room and kitchen offer more 


proof of the Lowns' daring to be differ- 
ent. "A room furnished in the same wood 
and style is boring!" smiled the former 
Texas lady, who as a girl learned to ride 
and hunt as well as any man. Her one 
complaint about their suburban life style 
is that she's excluded from Jim's hunting 
trips. 


In the dining room an oval cherry 


table is encircled wi h Windsor chairs 
and overhead hangs a crystal chandelier, 
larger mate to the one in the entry. The 
family's first stereo cabinet now serves 
as sideboard. Finished in golden oak, a 
19th century buffet holds linens, silver 
and china. An oil painting by Jim is dis- 
played over the buffet. 


OFF THE KITCHEN is Joyce's favor- 


ite place, the family room where the 
family and Muff and Puff, their toy 
poodles, "really live." Jim's craftsman- 
ship and artist bent are much in evi- 
dence here. He paneled the walls and 
built the desks, shelves and shutters him- 
self, and his art hangs on the walls.

I noticed an oddly shaped 
two-tiered china plate on the dining 
table It looked like a modern carrying 
tray for cookies or snacks, with a handle 
on top. and it held 12 small covered con- 
tamers, rather like teacups, Five were 
on the top tier, seven on the bottom. 


THE ATTENDANT didn't know what it 


was called "For condiments, probably," 
she reasoned, but that didn't seem right. 
Who would have served 12 different con- 
dirmnts, even in those days of hearty 
eaters'" 


I put my Sherlock Holmes deduction to 


work The cups didn't have steam holes 
in the covers, so they probably didn't 
hold anything which was heated. They 
must have held individual servings of 


something served cold — ice cream? cus- 
tard9 


Then, shortly afterward, I saw another 


set at an antiques show, identical, except 
that one cup was missing. The owner 
didn't know what it was called, even 
though it had always been in her family. 
Consumed with curiosity, I wrote to the 
Lincoln Home Association and received a 
prompt reply. The mystery was solved! 


THE TIERED DISH is a "syllabub," 


and the concoction it served was also 
called "syllabub," which, besides Being 
fun to say, must have been fun to eat. It 
consisted of heavy cream beaten to a 
froth and liberally laced with wine, spir- 
its and spices, served as an after dinner 
dessert. No wonder the Lincoms had so 
much company! 


Since the first two. I've seen my third 


syllabub and added it to my china collec- 
tion. I'll use it to serve a peculiar Swed- 
ish dish my husband enjoys, called "Fill- 
ibeunk." (It's my day ofr funny foods.) 
Fllbbeunk is made with curdled milk, 
and although it sounds terrible, it is real- 
ly quite tasty, if you sprinkle a lot of 
sugar on it — and happen to be a Swede.

Only a few ever realize 
the dream, but when it comes . . 


"ft feels great, just great," says Por- 


ter. "When I think about bow those kids 
came through, the work they put into It, 
and the werk of ow coaches, and every- 
body associated with the program, this 
championship just mean* so much, so 
very much. 


"When we came back Saturday night, 


they had the school decorated, the halls 
were decorated and then the first thing 
Monday morning there was a school as- 
sembly. Everybody is still excited, I 
know the kids f re, and it was a tre- 
mendous experience for everyone, some- 
thing they'll never forget." 


Porter, who was an assistant to Dick 


Mudge and Dave Ziemek in the Prospect 
High wrestling program, before taking 
the head Hersey job, has a background 
in the sport that goes back to his high 
school days at Thornton of Harvey. 


"There wasn't any grade school pro- 


gram," be recalls, "so my first exposure 
to the sport actually came as a freshman 
at Thornton. I played football too (an of- 
fensive guard and linebacker despite his 
size) and our coach Jack Robinson, who 
now to the wrestling coach at Illinois, 
got me interested. 


"I wasn't big, but that's one of the 
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great things about wrestling. Boys of all 
sizes, little or big, can participate. Wres- 
tling's a natural activity for youngsters, 
and you can teach a boy how to wrestle 
no matter what his physical attributes 
are." 


Porter, who has been working in Dis- 


trict 214 for six years, wrestled at 112 
pounds in the state tournament in 1959 on 
the Arlington High mats, now one of his 
chief rivals for league honors. And two of 
the mat timers in that '59 state meet at 
Arlington were Dick Kinneman, now 
Hersey's athletic director, and Rog 
Stelngraber, 
the 
Huskie 
basketball 


coach. 


Tom went to the University of Illinois 


for two years, earning a varsity letter as 
a sophomore wrestler, and then trans- 
ferred to Indiana State where he won two 
conference titles and a pair of fifths in 
NAIA competition. He worked as an as- 
sistant coach at Indiana State before 
coming to District 214 and Prospect. 
""Wrestling is a sport that is growing 
and a sport with a tremendous future," 
stresses Porter. 


"We usually stai have to go to the kids, 


they don't come to us, but we bad 120 
boys out at all levels this year at Hersey. 
We have never cut a wrestler. 


"There's stii not a strong program at 


ail area grade schools, simply because 
some Just don't want it, but maybe that 
day will come too. I hope so. We all do. 


"Wrestling teaches u much self-dis- 


cipline and responsibility," the coach of 
the state champs continued. "It takes a 
lot of dedication, a lot of hard work. I 
look for the good athlete who wants to 
win, is willing to do what it takes to win, 
with that burning desire." 


Tom Porter knows that with wrestlers, 


that is no hi between. The idea is to win. 
There is no use going through that ordeal 
of conditioning just for physical fitness. 
Running around the yard is easier. 


It is competition in the raw. There is 


no blaming the ball-hog in basketball or 
the tackle who misses a block if you 
don't whip that other guy on the wres- 
tling mat. 


The mantle of power rests precariously 


in sport, but that's always been the beau- 
ty of it. You're a winner or a loser. 


Hersey High School is a winner, the 


state champion, and as Tom Porter says, 
"It feels great, just great."

1 in his class, He received only one B in 
four years (and that was in a freshman 
physical education class). Voted the 
"National Scholar-Athlete" by the Na- 
tional Education Association. Received a 
scholar-athlete award from the Reader's 
Digest and was Pennsylvania regional 
winner in the American Legion Oratoric- 
al contest. Three-time high school Ail- 
American, and the first high school play- 
er to ever have his jersey retired by the 
Basketball Hall of Fame. 


("He's also a pretty good magician," 


said Tom's older brother, Jay. "He 
knows a whole mess of card tricks. He 
could be a professional if he worked at it. 
Bnt there's only so much you can do.") 


"In life," said Tom, "it's tough to have 


one goal. So I've got two right now. One 
is to get the best grades I can. The other 
is to help Maryland basketball teams win 
games. To be successful you've got to be 
really good at proportioning your time." 


So he studies his organic chemistry 


and his hook shot with equal intensity, 
and, he says, has no time for rumors of 
deceitful maneuvers by Maryland to 
have landed him in the first place and, 
since, for other colleges to continue to 
try wheedling him away. 


He also has little time to be "in- 


volved," as they say, with current events 
that in the past have occupied the hours 
of some college students. 


"To be quite frank," he said, "I've 


committed myself to the demands of 
school life, to study and basketball. So 


I've had to eliminate politicking and so 
forth. That doesn't mean I'm apathetic 
or against it. I'm too involved right now 
in my own life to have tame for the other. 
But I am interested in the President's- 
physical fitness council. Just to be 
around the White House. Maybe I can 
get an insight into how the government is 
run and who runs it." 


He has found college life to be easier 


than he had thought. The pressure* of' 
publicity have not inundated Um. The 
classroom has not overwhelmed hint. 
The freshman team is good (with three' 
other ex-AU-American high school play- 
ers) and so he does not carry the whole 
brunt of this team or the Maryland bas- 
ketball future. And even now, though the 
freshman team draws fans at • o'clock 
games that once showed up only for the 
varsity game at 8 o'clock, these fuu also 
stay to see an exciting varsity play. 
(When Bill Bradley, for example, was a 
fershman at Princeton, stands were 
packed for his game, then emptied be- 
fore the varsity game started.) 


"Besides," McMillen said, "you have 


to keep a good mental attitude. You can, 
be unhappy in heaven if you try hard 
enough. But it's not all serious stuff with 
me. I've got to be a little whimsical, 
too." 


How whimsical? 
"I might do odd things, like, wen, like 


watching television. I don't watch it 
much, but maybe some day."

Gidget Gets Carsick, and Other Favorites 


Movies arc on network TV every night except Wednesday now, with two network movies opposite each other on 


Mondays anil Tm.-s.djys. 


Right now ihuiL ib J collision course going at full speed toi TV viewers which involves an increasing use of movies on 


network TV and j diminishing supply of them. 


Production ol movies is so low in Hollywood that all kinds of things can happen now. 
1. Sonic movies which are "X" or "R" rated will begin to show up on TV, but will be horribly chopped up, as in the 


case of "Secret Ceremony" with Elizabeth Taylor and Mia Farrow, which was not only butchered but also had a 
different ending and a narrator added. 


2. A lot of sccond-catc movies such as the "Gidget" movies will be popping up with more regularity, with bombs 


that could not make it in movie theaters being sold more quickly to TV We may be seeing some really bad movies that 
had been shown to empty theaters just a year or two ago. 


3. More "madc-for-TV" movies will be put into production, instead of coming from having been shown in theaters. 
Why will the networks offer up second-rate movies rather than trying out regular programs9 


One of the big reasons is economics. It is much cheaper and safer to show an old movie than to get a new series 


under way with all of its financial risks. 


Even the "maclc-for-TV" movies are safer, because they can often draw big ratings even if they are not any good 


because the network only has to show them once or twice With a failing series, the whole show must go on at least 
until mid-season, usually. 


What is the solution to this shortage of good movies9 


I believe one answer might be to have at least one movie night a week devoted to "classic" movies regardless of the 


age of the films 


1 personally would rather see Henry Fonda acting in Grapes of Wrath than in some ghastly "made-for-TV" movie 


that is a two-hour version of The Smith Family, lor instance. 


At least one "classic" night on the networks might give us all a view of how good some of the old movies really are. 
Actually, the ABC Tuesday Night Movie of the Week has had some excellent movies on, but I still think those 


successes have been the exception rather than the rule. NBC's tailor-made movies, for instance, have been pretty 
run-of-the-mill, with the exception of The Neon Ceiling with Gig Young.

Channel 2 keeps fooling around with their news people and so far the only change I have noticed in their news is that 


it seems to be a bit duller. 


Wayne Farns was a very good newscaster and if Channel 2 had been willing to stick with him and try an entirely new 


format, they may have gained some points 


For instance, why do all four channels have to have the weather and sports on at approximately the same time'' 
Why couldn't the weather be on first, or last, or even in a news block which included all of the lighter, feature-type 


news? 


Ariother very important question, 1 think, is why so much time is devoted to sports If the sports man does not have 


scores or hard news, he should be cut short and not be allowed to show promotional films on sports equipment or a 
meaningless, say-nothing interview. 


Apparently all of these ideas are too revolutionary for the Chicago TV news operations. My prediction is that 


Channel 2 will continue to be a poor thud in the ratings as long as they simply change personnel, and not formats.

More than twice as many Schaumburg 


Township families received welfare aid 
from the township last month than did 
in February a year ago. 


In February 1970, only seven family 


units received financial aid from 
the 


township. Last month, 15 family units 
did. said Vernon Laubenstein, town su- 
pervisor and the man in charge of aid 
disbursements. 


In January 1970, five families received 


town aid. This past January, nine did, 
said Laubenstein. 


The supervisor called the rise " a sig- 


nificant increase," and attributed it to 
two factors, unemployment and popu- 
lation growth. But. "I see more evidence 
of unemployment," he said. 


While the number of town welfare 


cases has increased, the expense to the 
township has gone down, said Lauben- 
stein. This is a result of faster transfer of 
cases from township to county welafre 
roles after they apply for assistance, he 
said. 


IN FISCAL year 1969-70, Schaumburg 


paid out $13,515 to welfare cases under- 
going the waiting period between appli- 
cation for county aid and approval for it. 
In 69-71. the township paid "very close to 
$11,000," said Laubenstein. 


In the past, a welfare applicant might 


spend as long us 90 days waiting for 
county approval. In the interim, the 
township covered him. "Now the'county 
tries to take them at the 30-day mark," 
said taubenstem. and the township pays 
each family for a shorter period of time. 


The township had to borrow $15,000 for 


the 70-71 payments. Under the 69-70

Lincoln Ave., Chicago, declined to give 
figures for January or February of this 
year, saying her office does not keep 
monthly records or running totals on in- 
dividual townships. 


BUT IN the last quarter of 1970 county 


aid to Schaumburg Township showed an 
increase over 1969. 


As of Dec. 30, 1970, the county paid 


assistance to Schaumburg Township resi- 
dents in the following categories: aid for 
the aged, three persons; disabled, four 
persons; aid to families with dependent 
children, 13 families or 66 persons. Under 
medicaid, the totals were: aid to the 
aged, three persoas; disability, two per- 
sons; ADC, four families or 14 persons. 


As of Dec. 1969, assistance totals to

same referendum proposal Dec. 12. The 
Jaycees refused to endorse the first ref- 
erendum, saying district officials should 
present more information on bonding and 
building costs. 


The new fire station "is necessary," 


said Sowa, and the firemen have done "a 
real thorough job" in presenting clear in- 
formation. 


Fire Dist. Atty. Francis Kelly quoted 


proposed bonding rates, said Sowa, al- 
though the figures will not necessarily 
hold because of fluctuations in the bond- 
ing market. The Jaycees also favored 
drawings of the proposed main station, 
and felt cost information was clearly pre- 
sented, said Sowa. 


ONLY ABOUT 35 Jaycees, half the 


club membership, attended the meeting, 
but the other Jaycees will be urged to 
attend a public meeting at 8 p.m. Tues- 
day, at Station 2, Hassel and Jones 
Roads, said Sowa. It will have the same 
format as a Feb. 23 meeting sponsored 
by the fire district. 


Some Jaycees will work actively to 


support the referendum, said Sowa, and 
if time permits they will organize formal 
club support through the entire member- 
ship. 


Speakers Tuesday were Lyle Johnson, 


chairman of a citizens support com- 
mittee; Fire Chief Carl Selke; Asst. 
Chief Ed Kalasa; Kelly; Jack Callison 
district board member; Mark Dick, dis- 
trict board chairman, and Fred Hennig, 
communications equipment specialist. 


At the February meeting, Kelly esti- 


mated the $500,000 referendum would 
add an average of $5.50 per $10,000 as- 
sessed valuation to property tax rates, 
ranging from $8.11 the first year of bond- 
ing to $1.75 the fifteenth year. The refer- 


endum would provide for a 10,000-square 
foot 
building and radio equipment, 


$250,000, and fire fighting equipment to 
stock it, $250,000. 


FIRE INSURANCE rates could jump 


an estimted $11 annually if the referen- 
dum fails, experts said in February. M. 
J. Hyde, representing 
the Illinois In- 


spection and Rating Bureau, said the rat- 
ing assigned to the department likely 
would increase if expected construction 
in the western end of the village is com- 
pleted without building a third fire hall 
in that vicinity. Richard Moll, insurance 
specialist, 
said insurance 
premiums 


would increase an average of $11 on a 
$25,000 home for each level hike in the 
department's burau rating. 


The district holds a written com- 


mittment for donation of a 1-acre site 
from Roibn Construction Co., reported 
Dick. 


Lindy Anderson, representing the dis- 


trict's architect, presented a proposed 
floor plan for the building. It is to include 
a maintenance area, a shop, storage 


rooms, an area for washing hose, an 
emergency generator, a dormitory with 
lockers and showers, a kitchenette-dining 
room, a lounge, a training room, a meet- 
ing room, two offices with adjoining 
shower and toilet facilities, a fire pre- 
vention bureau room, a dark room, a 
vault, a radio control room and a duty 
officer's station. 


Callison listed expenditures under the 


referendum other than the $250,000 for 
the building and radio control room 
equipment. Included are $90,000 for a 
ladder truck already ordered for delivery 
this spring, $44,000 for a pumper truck 
already delivered, $25,000 for equipment 
for the trucks, $38,000 for emergency and 
rescue vehicles and their equipment, 
$6,000 to establish a fire prevention bu- 
reau, $32,000 for a communications cen- 
ter and mobile radios, $15,000 for equip- 
ping apparatus and repair rooms.

Dozier Home Subpoenaed

State officials have ordered owners of 


Bee Dozier Nursing Home in Palatine to 
phaae out their present operation over 
the next four yearn due to substandard 
facilities. 


Bee Dozier is one of several Chicago 


area nursing homes to be criticized by 
Chicago Tribune-Better Government As- 
sociation investigators this week 


Along with owners of more than a doz- 


en other nursing homes, Bee Dozier ad- 
ministrator* were also Issued a subpoena 
Wednesday to appear before a federal 
grand jury investigation of charges lev- 
eled against them 


ALSO ON WEDNESDAY, owners of 


the rural two-story home at 1515 W. Dun- 
dee Road received a revised state license 
which will take their status of being a 


nursing home away from them. 


The new provisional license was issued 


as a result of new standards for nursing 
homes the state set last June. 


It requires the owners to phase their 


number of nursing care patients out at a 
rate of 25 per cent each year until no 
nursing care patients remain at the home 
by August of 1974 


At that time, the home can operate 


only as an ambulatory sheltered care 
center. No residents in need of nursing 
care will be allowed 


CURRENTLY. THERE are 38 resi- 


dents at Bee Dozier, four short of the 
home's 40 resident capacity. 


The nursing home license was revoked 


and replaced with the provisional license 
because Bee Dozier does not meet state 
standards, said Paul Elbow, chief of the 
health facilities division of the Illinois

"Since August of 1970, when the license 


was renewed, Bee Dozier has been pro- 
hibited from admitting any patients who 
require nursing care," Elbow said. 


He said state inspectors found several 


violations of state standards upon their 
last inspection, including the frame con- 
struction of the facility, corridors too 
narrow to meet standards of a nursing 
home, inadequate door widths, outdated 
electrical wiring, improper exits and fire 
escape routes, and rooms without the re- 
quired number of square feet per resi- 
dent for nursing homes. 


HE SAID STATE records show Bee 


Dorier was first licensed in 1945, even 
though the home operated 26 years be- 
fore that when a state license was not re- 
quired, its owners said. Bee Dozier is 
owned by a family corporation. When the 
home's founder, Bee Dozier, died, own- 
ership was changed in her daughters' 
names in i960, Elbow added.

Construction Is 
Held Up By New 
MSB Standard 


Const-notion projects in Palatine and 


Wheeling are being held back by the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD), 
pending the adoption of new MSD re- 
quirements in these municipalities. 


Caught between the requirements of 


the new MSD Manual of Procedures and 
the lack of compliance in Palatine and 
Wheeling, builders have been turned 
down in their requests for a permit to 


Library Board

Is Considering 


'Project Plus9 


The Wheeling Public Library District 


will investigate the possibility of partici- 
pating in "Project Plus" a program of 
the Illinois State Library System to aid 
new library districts and library districts 
which have recently expanded or plan 
major expansion programs. 


Tuesday the library board authorized 


head librarian Ray Deutsch to find out if 
the Wheeling district can qualify fot the 
program and, if so, to apply to partici- 
pate. 


Deutsch explained that in the Project 


Plus program, the Illinois State Library 
System can give a two year grant to a 
new library district or to an existing dis- 
trict which has recently expanded its ser- 
vice to an area which previously did not 
have library service. 


The Wheeling district will expand into 


Lake County if voters approve an annex- 
ation referendum this spring. 


The money given by the state system 


would amount to 12 cents per $100 of as- 
sessed valuation in the new service area 
yearly. It could not exceed $5 per capita. 


RECEIPT OF THE state funds would 


be contingent on voter approval of the 
creation of the new library district or of 
the annexation of the new service area to 
the existing district, Deutsch said. 


In addition, the local library district 


must pledge to contribute 50 cents per 
capita for one year to purchase equip- 
ment for the new service area or new 
district. 


Deutsch said the Illinois State Library 


System will appropriate $500,000 in the 
next two years for the Project Plus pro- 
gram. 


"If the annexation referendum is 


passed, it would benefit us to participate 
in the program." Deutsch said. "The ex- 
tra revenue would help us to expand our 
services in the annexed area. We would 
have an increased number of patrons 
and increased revenue would help." 


Deutsch said the Project Plus program 


was started to encourage local library 
districts to expand their services to in- 
clude eventually all parts of the state. 


construct improvements in their devel- 
opments. Construction at three sites is 
currently 
affected: Inverleigh Apart- 


ments at Quentin and Colfax, also Elm 
and Gilbert in Palatine; and a site at 
Schaumburg Road and Anthony Road in 
Wheeling. 


ACCORDING TO Ayoub Talhami, MSD 


supervising engineer of local sewer sys- 
tems, requests for permits in the proj- 
ects in Palatine and Wheeling are being 
denied as a result of the new regulations 
which went into effect the first of this 
year. Severaj other Northwest Suburban 
municipalities have not adopted a com- 
munity ordinance meeting the MSD stan- 
dards, but have no applications pending, 
Talhami said. Rolling Meadows and Ar- 
lington Heights recently adopted regu- 
lations acceptable to MSD. 


The Home Builders Association of Chi- 


cagoland (HBAC) recently established a 
committee to study the predicament of 
members affected by the conflict in- 
volving MSD regulations. Heading this 
committee is Dick Harwood of Northern 
Illinois Construction Co. in Highland 
Park. Harwood serves u a member of 
the codes committee of the National As- 
sociation of Home Builders (NAHB) and 
is a member of a blue-ribbon committee 
appointed to advise MSD on flood control 
problems. 


"IT DOESN'T seem fair to put the 


builder in the middle, particularly when 
he has such a large investment in land, if 
he is willing to go along with the MSD 
requirements," said Harwood. "The 
MSD requirements are the result of the 
deliberations of seven of the best engi- 
neers in Chicago. They make good engi- 
neering sense," he said. 


"Why should the standards in North- 


brook, for example, be different from 
those in Palatine? This lack of con- 
sistency is hindering the building in- 
dustry," said Harwood. 


"The consumer is paying for the dis- 


crepancies in the regulations of Chicago 
area municipalities," according to Har- 
wood. "The whole point of the MSD regu- 
lations was to standardize building, and 
save costs," he said. 


"COMMUNITIES that reject the MSD 


requirements may have more stringent 
regulations," said Harwood. "They can 
add to costs and build in more require- 
ments, but beyond a certain point, it is 
not economically feasible. 


"That's the dilemma I'm in as a build- 


er, to make a salable, attractive, 
house," he said. "I work out my costs 
per square foot, including land, over- 
head, profit, size and specifications. If 
the local codes require too much, I may 
reduce the size or specifications of the 
house in order to meet the selling price 
demanded by the market. A community 
can't zone the market for me." 


Harwood said the builder cannot be ex- 


pected to solve the problem of com- 
pliance with MSD regulations. He said 
there is a responsibility on the local, 
county and state levels.

The State 


Apollo 14 astronauts Alan Shepard, Ed- 


gar Mitchell and Stuart Roosa will arrive 
at O'Hare Airport at 10 a.m. today, be- 
fore proceeding on to Chicago and a tick- 
ertape parade. Their arrival will be en 
the military side of the field near 
Mannheim Road and Route 72. 


Illinois would get an $80,870,000 portion 


under a $2 billion manpower program 
revenue sharing plan proposed by Presi- 
dent Nixon. 


The War 


Communist troops in Laos have begun 


using missiles against American planes, 
the first time such attacks have been 
made against U.S. craft outside North 
Vietnam. In the Laos fighting, South 
Vietnamese troops were reported to have 
driven to within five miles of the Ho Chi 
Minn trail near Sepone. 


American battle deaths went to 69 last 


week, the highest figure in six months. 
The rise was mainly because of helicop- 
ter casualties in aiding the incursion into 
Laos. 


The Nation 


The Senate Judiciary Committee gave 


quick and unanimous approval to a con- 
stitutional amendment that would give 
18-year-olds the right to vote in all elec- 
tions. The plan is expected to clear Con- 
gress in a month or two. 


President Nixon blocked for 60 days a 


strike scheduled by railway signalmen 
for today, but negotiations aimed at pre- 
venting a walkout by another union's 
150,000 train crew members remained 
stalled. 


President Nixon said the South Viet- 


namese operation in southern Laos has 
gone well and assured that American 
troop withdrawals from Vietnam can 
proceed on schedule. Nixon also ruled 
out — for the time being — any use of 
U.S. air power to support a South Viet- 
namese invasion of the North.

State officials have ordered owners of 


Bee Dozier Nursing Home in Palatine to 
phase out their present operation over 
th« next four years due to substandard 
facilities 
* 


Bee Dozier is one of several Chicago 


area nursing homes to be criticized by 
Chicago Tribune-Better Government As- 
sociation investigators this week. 


Along with owners of more than a doz- 


en other nursing homes. Bee Dozier ad- 
ministrators were also issued a subpoena 
Wednesday to appear before a federal 
grand Jury investigation of charges lev- 
eled against them. 


ALSO ON WEDNESDAY, owners of 


the rural two-story home at 1515 W. Dun- 
dee Road received a revised state license 
which will take their status of being a 
nursing home away from them. 


The new provisional license was issued 


as a result of new standards for nursing 
homes the state set last June. 


It requires the owners to phase their 


number of nursing care patients out at a 
rate of 25 per cent each year until no 
nursing care patients remain at the home 
by August of 1974. 


At that time, the home can operate 


only as an ambulatory sheltered care 
center No residents in need of nursing 
care will be allowed. 


CVRRENTLY. THERE are 36 resi- 


dents at Bee Dozier, four short of the 
home's 40 resident capacity. 


The nursing home license was revoked 


and replaced with the provisional license 
because Bee Dozier does not meet state 
standards, said Paul Elbow, chief of the 
health facilities division of the Illinois 
Department of Public Health. 


"Since August of 1970, when the license 


was renewed, Bee Dozier has been pro- 
hibited from admitting any patients who 
require nursing care," Elbow said. 


He said state inspectors found several 


violations of state standards upon their 
last inspection, including the frame con- 
struction of the facility, corridors too 
narrow to meet standards of a nursing 
home, inadequate door widths, outdated 
electrical wiring, improper exits and fire 
escape routes, and rooms without the re- 
quired number of square feet per resi- 
dent for nursing homes. 


HE SAID STATE records show Bee 


Dozier was first licensed in 1945, even 
though the home operated 26 years be- 
fore that when a state license was not re- 
quired, its owners said. Bee Dozier is 
owned by a family corporation. When the 
home's founder, Bee Dozier, died, own- 
ership was changed in her daughters' 
names in 1960, Elbow added. 


Since the investigation singled Bee 


Dozier out, state aid to the home has also 
been cut off.

State officials have ordered owners of 


Bee Dozier Nursing Home in Palatine to 
phase out their present operation over 
the next four years due to substandard 
facilities. 


Bee Dozier is one of several Chicago 


area nursing homes to be criticized by 
Chicago Tribune-Better Government As- 
sociation investigators this week. 


Along with owners of more than a doz- 


en other nursing homes, Bee Dozier ad- 
ministrators were also issued a subpoena 
Wednesday to appear before a federal 
grand jury investigation of charges lev- 
eled against them. 


ALSO ON WEDNESDAY, owners of 


the rural two-story home at 1515 W. Dun- 
dee Road received a revised state license 


which will take their status of being a 
nursing home away from them. 


The new provisional license was issued 


as a result of new standards for nursing 
homes the state set last June. 


It requires the owners to phase their 


number of nursing care patients out at a 
rate of 25 per cent each year until no 
nursing care patients remain at the home 
by August of 1974. 


At that time, the home can operate 


only as an ambulatory sheltered care 
center. No residents in need of nursing 
care will be allowed. 


CURRENTLY, THERE are 36 resi- 


dents at Bee Dozier, four short of the 
home's 40 resident capacity. 


The nursing home license was revoked 


and replaced with the provisional license 


because Bee Dozier does not meet state 
standards, said Paul Elbow, chief of the 
health facilities division of the Illinois 
Department of Public Health. 


"Since August of 1970, when the license 


was renewed, Bee Dozier has been pro- 
hibited from admitting any patients who 
require nursing care," Elbow said. 


He said state inspectors found several 


violations of state standards upon their 
last inspection, including the frame con- 
struction of the facility, corridors too 
narrow to meet standards of a nursing 
home, inadequate door widths, outdated 
electrical wiring, improper exits and fire 
escape routes, and rooms without the re- 
quired number of square feet per resi- 
dent for nursing homes. 


HE SAID STATE records show Bee 


Dozier was first licensed in 1945, even 
inough the home operated 26 years be- 
fore that when a state license was not re- 
quired, its owners said. Bee Dozier is 
owned by a family corporation. When the 
home's founder, Bee Dozier, died, own- 
ership was changed in her daughters' 
names in 1960, Elbow added. 


Since the investigation singled Bee 


Dozier out, state aid to the home has also 
been cut off. 


Robert Wessell, chief medical adminis- 


tration for the Illinois Department of 
Public Aid, said public funds to Bee Doz- 
ier, among other Chicago area homes, 
have been stopped until the investigation 
is complete. 


Asked why public aid was stopped, he 


said, "All funds going to homes where 


there is a question of adequate care are 
being withheld, and Bee Dozier fits into 
that category." 


He said the Palatine home public aid 


recipients at Bee Dozier received a total 
of $31,360 in 1970. Until these funds are 
reinstated, the financial burden of the 
cutback will be carried by the private 
owners, he added. 


MRS. JUANTTA Molway, chief admin- 


istrator of Bee Dozier, said, "It really 
doesn't matter too much, since the state 
is usually eight months or so behind on 
their payments anyway." 


She said 12 residents who have been 


approved for state aid now reside at the 
home, which charges an average of $400 
a month per resident.

Talhami said. Rolling Meadows and Ar-

The Home Builders Association of Chi-

Harwood serves as a member of 
the codes committee of the National As- 
sociation of Home Builders (NAHB) and 
is a member of a blue-ribbon committee 
appointed to advise MSD on flood control 
problems. 


"IT DOESN'T seem fair to put the

MSD requirements are the result of the 
deliberations of seven of the best engi- 
neers in Chicago. They make good engi- 
neering sense," he said. 


"Why should the standards in North- 


brook, for example, be different from 
those in Palatine7 This lack of con- 
sistency is hindering the building in- 
dustry," said Harwood. 


"The consumer is paying for the dis- 


crepancies in the regulations of Chicago 
area municipalities," according to Har- 
wood.

Bee Dozier Nursing Home in Palatine to 
phase out their present operation over 
the next four years due to substandard 
facilities. 


B«e Dozier is one of several Chicago 


area nursing homes to be criticized by 
Chicago Tribune-Better Government As- 
sociation investigators this week. 


Along with owners of more than a doz- 


en other nursing homes, Bee Dozier ad- 
ministrators were also issued a subpoena 
Wednesday to appear before a federal 
grand Jury investigation of charges lev- 
eled against them. 


ALSO ON WEDNESDAY, owners of 


the rural two-story home at 1515 W. Dun- 
dee Road received a revised state license 
which will take their status of being a 
nursing home away from them. 


The new provisional license was issued 


as a result of new standards for nursing 
homes the state set last June. 


It requires the owners to phase their 


number of nursing care patients out at a 
rate of 25 per cent each year until no 
nursing care patients remain at the home 
by August of 1974. 


At that time, the home can operate 


only as an ambulatory sheltered care 
center. No residents in need of nursing 
care will be allowed. 


CURRENTLY, THERE are 36 resi- 


dents at Bee Dozier, four short of the 
home's 40 resident capacity. 


The nursing home license was revoked 


and replaced with the provisional license 
because Bee Dozier does not meet state 
standards, said Paul Elbow, chief of the 
health facilities division of the .Illinois 
Department of Public Health. 


"Since August of 1970, when the license 


was renewed, Bee Dozier has been pro- 
hibited from admitting any patients who 
require nursing care," Elbow said. 


He said state inspectors found several 


violations of state standards upon their 
last inspection, including the frame con- 
struction of the facility, corridors too 
narrow to meet standards of a nursing 
home, inadequate door widths, outdated 
electrical wiring, improper exits and fire 
escape routes, and rooms without the re- 
quired number of square feet per resi- 
dent for nursing homes.

Business At Area Well-Baby Clinic Is Booming

Some of them bellowed, more from 


fear than pain, while others took their 
medicine as manly as Army inductees 
line up for their physicals. 


Palatine's Well-Baby Clinic, organized 


in December by the Palatine Nurses 
Club and the Cook County Department of 
Public Health, is a hectic place once a 
month when it provides free health su- 
pervision and immunization to area pre- 
school children from infancy to four 
years old. 


Designed to give well-baby care to chil- 


dren not served by a private physician or 
pediatrician, the Palatine clinic now han- 
dle* anywhere from 25 to 50 cases each 
month. Health supervision and coun- 


seling on nutrition and child development 
as well as physical examinations and 
regular child immunizations are offered 
through the clinic. 


Although the county public health de- 


partment has operated similar clinics in 
Hanover Park for about two years and in 
Wheeling for over 15 years, more people 
began requesting the services of a third 
clinic and the Palatine agency was 
formed. 


"There really is a definite need out 


here for this proggram," Mrs. Connie 
Strandberg of the Palatine Nurses Club 
said. "Anyone who thinks there isn't 
need just doesn't know this community 
very well." 


THERE ARE no boundary lines drawn 


to serve area residents. Anyone from 
anywhere in the entire Northwest subur- 
ban area can use the services provided 
by the Palatine clinic as well as any of 
the others, as long as they are residents 
of Cook County. 


The Palatine Nurses Club donated $250 


and a number of scales, measuring de- 
vices, sheets, smocks, alcohol, cotton 
balls and assorted clinical items to get 
the program started in December. Back- 
ed by the support of almost 40 commu- 
nity volunteers, the cHnic was set up in 
the meeting hall of the Palatine Presby- 
terian Church. 


Members of the nurses club do not per- 


form any technical nursing duties during 
thy clinic hours from 1 to 3 p.m. the first 
Wednesday of each month, Mrs. Strand- 


berg said. While they and other volun- 
teers weigh and measure babies, update 
records, provide transportation to and 
from the clinic and just generally keep 
the children busy, a registered public 
health nurse and doctor perform the ex- 
aminations and give the immunizations. 


ON A TYPICAL visit to the clinic, a 


mother is greeted by a volunteer who 
weighs and measures the child. The 
nurse then takes the child's medical his- 
tory, including growth, previous immuni- 
zations and illnesses and behavior habits. 
This information is shared with the phy- 
sician who conducts the examination and 
then makes recommendations for treat- 
ing specific health problems that may 
have been found. 


If needed, appointments are made to 


provide mothers and their children with 
home visits for medical attention. The fa- 
cilities of the clinic are devoted to only 
well babies rather than those with health 
defects. 


Since its beginning, the Palatine clinic 


has offered health care to babies from 
Harrington to Arlington Heights, and the 
attendance has gradually increased each 
month of its operation. 


Continued use of the clinic by area 


mothers is important, Mrs. Strandberg 
said, because it serves to prevent serious 
health problems and illnesses rather 
than treat those that have already begun. 
The vast number of children's diseases 
are often stopped before they have 
a chance to start 
chance to start.

Dozier was first licensed in 1945, even 
though the home operated 26 years be- 
fore that when a state license was not re- 
quired, its owners said. Bee Dozier is 
owned by a family corporation. When the 
home's founder, Bee Dozier, died, own- 
ership was changed in her daughters' 
names in 1960, Elbow added. 


Since the investigation singled Bee 


Dozier out, state aid to the home has also 
been cut off. 


Robert Wessell, chief medical adminis- 


tration for the Illinois Department of 
Public Aid, said public funds to Bee Doz- 
ier, among other Chicago area homes, 
have been stopped until the investigation 
is complete 


Asked why public aid was stopped, he 


said, "All funds going to homes where 
there is a question of adequate care are 
being withheld, and Bee Dozier fits into 
that category " 


He said the Palatine home public aid 


recipients at Bee Dozier received a total 
of $31,360 in 1970. Until these funds are 
reinstated, the financial burden of the 
cutback will be carried by the private 
owners, he added. 


MRS. 
JUANITA Molway, chief admin- 


istrator of Bee Dozier, said, "It really 
doesn't matter too much, since the state 
is usually eight months or so behind on 
their payments anyway." 


She said 12 residents who have been 


approved for state aid new reside at the 
home, which charges an average of $400 
a month per resident. 


"Our home is open for inspection to 


anyone who wants to stop by. We have 
nothing to hide. Granted our building is 
old, but it is always clean," she said. 


She added that Bee Dozier adminis- 


trators have discussed rebuilding hi or- 
der to conform with state standards and 
gain back their license to operate a nurs- 
ing home, instead of shelter care center. 


Board OKs Gasoline 
Storage Law Update 


A special building permit for remodel- 


ing of the Shell Gas Station at Plum 
Grove and Palatine roads, which would 
increase the underground gasoline stor- 
age capacity for the station, was ap-

underground storage space to a max- 
imum of 20,000 gallons, the board ap- 
proved the permit for installation of a 
28,000 gallon maximum capacity. 


In approving the special building per- 


mit, Mayor John Moodie suggested the 
board check out the village's existing fire 
code and decide whether it is out of date 
concerning underground storage capac- 
ities for gas stations. 


Since most stations now offer patrons 


the choice of three types of gasoline, 
Moodie said it is possible more under- 
ground space is needed for the fuel tanks 
to store the additional gasoline.

Dozier Nursing Home In Palatine, were 
issued subpoenas Wednesday to appear 
before a federal grand jury investigation 
to answer charges leveled against them 
All state aid funds have been halted to 
homes where there is a question of ade- 
quate care

number of Palatine and Rolling Mead- 
ows residents expressed opinions on what 
might be done to improve nursing home 
facilities 


M A Remus. 156 N Williams, Pala- 


tine, said, "if the business isn't being run 
by the guidelines, then change the per- 
sonnel That's what I do in my busi- 
ness " 


Remus' opinion was echoed by more 


area residents 


"We can't take people off the streets 


and employ them in the homes," Mrs 
Edwin S Bork, 848 W Kenilworth, Pala- 
tine said "Making money isn't the only 
reason for running a nursing home," she 
said 
Mrs 
Bork said administrators 


might allow more money for hiring bet- 
ter qualified personnel 


The idea of Palatine residents visiting 


nursing homes was also voiced by Mrs. 
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Bork. "We should go in the homes fom 
time to time just to see what is going 
on." 


"THERE SHOULD be tighter control 


on the homes," said D. J. Carr, 3004 
Grouse Ln., Rolling Meadows. "You 
don't see hospitals run that way," said 
Grouse, who added he has been an am- 
bulance driver for four years and had 
visited 
m a n y 
Chicagoland 
nursing 


homes. 


An Inverness resident, Graham Ross, 


1834 W. Palatine Road, voiced the opin- 
ion that "the whole thing has been exag- 
gerated. Nursing home are never a 
happy place to go. They are filled with 
dreariness and many senile residents. 


"If the homes aren't being run proper- 


ly, then it> the fault of the enforcement 
officials," Ross said. "The machinery 
and laws are there." 


Another Rolling Meadows resident, 


Mrs. Robert Simon, 2903 Oriole Ln., said 
there must be more supervision for the 
bedridden in nursing homes. "They need 
more qualified workers," she said. 


"MOST OF THESE people are ill in 


nursing homes and need proper qualified 
help " Mrs. Simon said cleanliness for 
the residents and the home is the first 
rule. 


Mrs. Roland McCoy, 2415 Bluebird Ln., 


Rolling Meadows, said nursing homes 
need more nurses and administrators, 
people who work in nursing homes, 
people who work in nursing homes." 


"I just don't believe the elderly are 


getting enough supervision over long pe- 
riods of time," she added. "They need 
more supervision than children." 


A resident living with relatives in Pal- 


atine said "it all stems back to the politi- 
cal end of it T h e r e was an in- 
vestigation years ago and then things 
have again become this way." The man, 
who refused to give his name, asked con- 
cerned citizens to petition legislators to 
help improve nursing home legislation.

A public (waring un the moderate-in- 


come housing proposal near St Viator 
High School in Arlington Heights was 
continued Wednesday until April 21. 


More than TOO persons, mostly oppo- 


nent*, attended the meeting in Forest 
View High School before the Arlington 
Heights Plan Commission Many had to 
be turned away because of overcrowded 
conditions 


It was the first official hearing for the 


plan to build 190 units in townhouse clus- 
ters on a IS-acre .site facing Euclid Ave- 
nue, between DryHen Avenue and Drury 
Lane in the suburb 


The developer of the project is the 


Metropolitan 
Homing 
Development 


Corp . a non-profit corporation. 


The plan was greeted by opposition 


f r o m 
two homeowners 
associations 


whose property surrounds the St. Viator 
land, and The Concerned Metropolitan 
Citizens' Committee, who were directly 
responsible for the housing proposal. 


Representatives of both groups spoke 


in opposition to a proposal to construct 
moderate-income housing in the St. Via- 
tor property. 


By 11 p m. the plan commissioners had 


not yet begun to approach the heart of 
their questioning and voted to continue 
the hearing until April 21. It is expected 
the next hearini! will be held in the audi- 
torium at John Hersey High School on 
the north side o) Arlington Heights. 


The 
Metropolitan Housing Devel- 


opment Corp., presented six witnesses to 


testify in its behalf. All wen jeered by 
the majority of the audience. 


One of those speaking against the plan 


was Michael Murray, 409 N. Dryden 
Place, president of the Greater 
East 


Wood Homeowners Association. 


Murray said. "It's not my purpose 


tonight to approve or disapprove of this 
project. That is better left to this com- 
mission to decide." 


Murray said he wanted to clarify that 


few policemen, firemen and teachers In 
Arlington Heights would qualify for mod- 
erate-income housing under financial 
schedules established by the Federal 
Homing Authority. 


Murray — who described the member- 


ship of his association as people earning 
about $12,000 per year — gave as an ex- 
ample that starting policemen and fire- 
men, who earn about $9,000 per year, 
would need to have eight dependents to 
qualify for the program. 


HOWARD KAGAY, 824 N. Drury Lane, 


president of the Arlington Estates Home- 
owners Association, said, "We have prin- 
cipal, precedent and the history of good 
planning to protect us from bad plan- 
ning." Kagay said he wondered what 
would happen if such a project were to 
be abandoned after it was constructed. 


He speculated that it might be taken 


over by the Cook County Housing Author- 
ity. 


Kagay received a standing ovation 


from an estimated two-thirds of those in- 
side the auditorium when be concluded, 


"I believe in the integrity of our plan 
commission and believe that you will not 
allow this to be built in our backyards." 


Frank Steiner, a resident of Chicago 


and current chairman of the CMCC, said 
his group was also opposed to the proj- 
ect. Steiner, who explained that CMCC 
made the original proposal for low and 
moderate income housing on the proper- 
ty, said "the project is discriminatory in 
racial terms." 


The chairman said the project does not 


meet the issue of racial justice, because 
it does not meet "the housing needs of 
blacks and Chicanes in the Chicago 
area." Speaking in favor of the proposal 
were Patricia Gardner, president of the 
League of Women Voters in Arlington 
Heights; Rudy Hazucha, president of the 
Arlington Heights Human Relations Com- 
mission, and Marjorie Frisbie, chairman 
of the Social Action Group of St. James 
Catholic Church.

State Orders Dozier Home 
To Cease Nursing Business 


by TOM ROBB 


State officials have ordered owners of 


Bee Dozier Nursing Home in Palatine to 
phase out their present operation over 
the next four years due to substandard 
facilities. 


Bee Dozier is one of several Chicago 


area nursing homes to be criticized by 
Chicago Tribune-Better Government As- 
sociation investigators this week. 


Along with owners of more than a doz- 


en other nursing homes, Bee Dozier ad- 
ministrators were also issued a subpoena 
Wednesday to appear before a federal 
grand Jury investigation of charges lev- 
eled against them. 


ALSO ON WEDNESDAY, owners of 


the rural two-story home at 1515 W. Dun- 
dee Road received a revised state license 


which will take their status of being a 
nursing home away from them. 


The new provisional license was issued 


as a result of new standards for nursing 
homes the state set last June. 


It requires the owners to phase their 


number of nursing care patients out at a 
rate of 25 per cent each year until no 
nursing care patients remain at the home 
by August of 1974. 


At that time, the home can operate 


only as an ambulatory sheltered care 
center. No residents in need of nursing 
care will be allowed. 


CURRENTLY, THERE are 36 resi- 


dents at Bee Dozier, four short of the 
home's 40 resident capacity. 


The nursing home license was revoked 


and replaced with the provisional license 
because Bee Dozier does not meet state 


standards, said Paul Elbow, chief of the 
health facilities division of the Illinois 
Department of Public Health. 


"Since August of 1970, when the license 


v/as renewed, Bee Dozier has been pro- 
hibited from admitting any patients who 
require nursing care," Elbow said. 


He said state inspectors found several 


violations of state standards upon their 
last inspection, including the frame con- 
struction of the facility, corridors too 
narrow to meet standards of a nursing 
home, inadequate door widths, outdated 
electrical wiring, improper exits and fire 
escape routes, and rooms without the re- 
quired number of square feet per resi- 
dent for nursing homes.

Need Full-Time Sanitarian? 


Rolling Meadows city council will be 


asked to approve employment of a full- 
time city sanitarian next week. 


The city license, police, and health 


committee voted unanimously to recom- 
mend to the city council, employment of 
a full-time sanitarian to enforce local 
health regulations. Chairman William 
Ahrens said the recommendation will be 
for a "city employe who will receive all 
fringe benefits." 


City officials have agreed a sanitarian 


is needed, but have disagreed on the 
manner in which the sanitarian would be 


employed. Mayor Roland Meyer said he 
favors a sanitarian as a service employe, 
working a 40 hour week, but not receiv- 
ing city fringe benefits. 


Rolling Meadows now has a part-time 


sanitarian required to work eight hours a 
week. 


John Schultz, city health officer, told 


the committee "the question of a sani- 
tarian has been tossed around for months 
and the need is now" for a man to more 
fully inspect establishments for com- 
pliance with health regulations. 


SCHULTZ CITED a number of new

Fairfax Building Change Urged 


A change in plans for construction at 


the Fairfax Village development in the 
Plum Grove Acres of Rolling Meadows 
has been presented to the city plan com- 
mission 


Greg Rose, representative of Albert Ri- 


ley. contractor of the development, pro- 
posed a change in the U-shaped eight- 
unit structures to make them four unit 
buildings. "The eight unit buildings we- 
ren't selling as well as expected," Rose 
said. 


Although Rose told the plan commis- 


sion the building area would be approxi- 
mately the same, the plan group asked 
Rose to present more complete plans for 


the change, including square footage of 
the four unit buildings. 


John Rock, commission chairman, said 


the proposed change will need approval 
from the plan commission and the city 
council. The plan commission recom- 
mended approval of the Fairfax village 
plan development project in September 
shortly afterwards. 


Fairfax Village consists of a total of 


116 single family homes designed as four- 
plexes and eight-plexes, varying in price 
from $45,000 to $50,000 for each unit. 


Rose said 32 units are under roof at the 


location on West Frontage Road, one-half 
mile south of Kirchoff Road, and the re- 
maining should be completed by 1972. 


city establishments which would require 
inspection by a full-time sanitarian. 
"Look along Algonquin Road, and there 
are signs for new businesses every few 
feet," Schultz said. He also said the city 
may annex a shelter care home . .. and 
Salt Creek and the retention basins need 
inspection that only a full-time man 
could give. 


"We have been dissatisfied with the 


outfit giving us service," Aid. Thomas 
Scanlan told Schultz and said "we didn't 
think we were getting our money's 
worth." The present part-time sanitarian 
works for a sanitation firm which is paid 
$7,000 a year for health inspections. 


The license, police, and health group 


agreed the city should "look for a shirt- 
sleeve executive who will work in the 
field" and proposed a starting salary of 
about $11,300. 


The committee said the sanitarian 


would hopefully remedy violations of 
health rules by city businesses. "The 
same violations are being repeated," 
said Scanlan. 


City officials have talked of issuing 


tickets to violators of health codes, and 
also "shutting down" establishments 
which are repeated health violators. 


ALTHOUGH SCHULTZ questioned the 


legality of closing establishments, Scan- 
lan said the city might be willing to be- 
come involved in a court case to clear up 
some of the health violations. "We are 
not beyond a court suit," Scanlan said. 


No laboratory facilities will be needed 


by the sanitarian at the present time, 
Ahrens said, because the state labora- 
tory is available and Harper College has 
offered their facilities to the sanitarian. 


The possibility of an ordinance to ban 


phosphates from the shelves of Rolling 
Meadows grocery stores, is more likely 
after the sanitarian is hired, city officials 
say. 


Phosphorous, one of the plant nutrients 


which nourishes algae and causes dete- 
rioration of water quality, is an in- 
gredient in many laundry detergents. 
Chicago city council has passed an ordi- 
nance against detergents containing 
phosphates, and area villages have 
talked of adopting a similar ordinance. 


An ordinance banning phosphates 


would be recommended, by the city ordi- 
nance and judiciary committee before 
consideration by Rolling Meadows city 
council.

Dozier was first licensed in 1945, even 
though the home operated 26 years be- 
fore that when a state license was not re- 
quired, its owners said. Bee Dozier is 
owned by a family corporation. When the 
home's founder, Bee Dozier, died, own- 
ership was changed in her daughters' 
names in 1960, Elbow added. 


Since the investigation singled Bee 


Dozier out, state aid to the home has also 
been cut off. 


Robert Wessell, chief medical adminis- 


tration for the Illinois Department of 
Public Aid, said public funds to Bee Doz- 
ier, among other Chicago area homes, 
have been stopped until the investigation 
is complete. 


Asked why public aid was stopped, he 


said, "All funds going to homes where 
there is a question of adequate care are 
being withheld, and Bee Dozier fits into 
that category." 


He said the Palatine home public aid 


recipients at Bee Dozier received a total 
of $31,360 in 1970. Until these funds are 
reinstated, the financial burden of the 
cutback will be carried by the private 
owners, he added. 


MRS. 
JUANITA Molway, chief admin- 


istrator of Bee Dozier, said, "It really 
doesn't matter too much, since the state 
is usually eight months or so behind on 
their payments anyway." 


She said 12 residents who have been 


approved for state aid now reside at the 
home, which charges an average of $400 
a month per resident. 


"Our home is open for inspection to 


anyone who wants to stop by. We have 
nothing to hide Granted our building is 
old, but it is always clean," she said. 


She added that Bee Dozier adminis- 


trators have discussed rebuilding in or- 
der to conform with state standards and 
gain back their license to operate a nurs- 
ing home, instead of shelter care center.

With the beginning of the lenten sea- 


son, 
perhaps your reading taste may 


turn to some of the many titles in the 
religious section of the Rolling Meadows 
Library. 


For instance, what kind of man was 


Pontius Pilate, procurator of Judea, who 
passed judgment on Jesus? What of his 
birth, background, education and outlook 
as an official and a man of his time? 


Carlo Franzero's book 'The Memoirs of 


Pontius Pilate' gives an account of his 
early life, marriages, career as a con- 
scientious lawyer, civil servant and gov- 
ernor of Judea, culminating in the trial 
of Christ and his capitulation to the San- 
hedrin. Did he really commit suicide? 
The author writes with brilliant imagina- 
tion the memoirs of a person known to 
all races and creeds of man. He is the 
dark shadow on the scrolls of history. 


'Names and Titles of Christ' — This 


book is for all Christians It will serve as 
a guide to a deeper appreciation of the 
Person of Christ. All the Biblical names 
of Jesus, like the facets of a diamond 
which contribute to the brilliance of the 
stone, reflect the perfection of His char- 
acter. This comprehensive study of these 
terms in both Testaments brings into 
crystal-clear focus the fact that this 
Christ is Lord above all; the figure in 
history who is the Eternal Contemporary 
of every Age and Civilization. Francis 
Derk, the author, served as a missionary 
for 22 years in China until the field was 
closed by Communism 


MALCOLM BOYD, author of the book 


'Free to Live, Free to Die,' was ordained 
an Episcopal priest in 1955 and is one of 
the best known religious figures of this 
generation. He has read his prayers to 


jazz accompaniment at The Newport 


Jazz Festival and has introduced some of 
his meditations from this book at a San 
Francisco night club. Boyd has exploded 
any surviving assumption that there ex 
ists a no man's land between the "sa- 
cred" and the "secular."

What was the real meaning inherent in 


Did the Red 
Sea part for Moses and if so, was it a 
miracle or a geophysical phenomenon? 
Was Noah's Flood perhaps a natural ca- 
tastrophe, a tidal wave caused by a me- 
teorite striking in the Persian Gulf Asi- 
mov in 1968 uses much of the philosophy 
as does Immanuel Velikovsky in his book 
written in the early 1950s.

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Sewer Line 
Tap-Ons 
This Month? 


Approximately 300 homeowners in the 


Prospect Heights Old Town Sanitary Dis- 
trict (OTSD) can have their house sewer 
lines connected to the new OTSD serew 
this month. 


Richard Schuld OTSD superintendent, 


announced that two contracts of Phase 
One of the $1 million system will be com- 
pleted this month. These contracts in- 
cluded the areas between Euclid Avenue 
and Camp McDonald Road and the area 
north of Camp McDonald Road and west 
of Wheeling Road. 


However, the new sewer lines cannot 


be used until the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District completes an interceptor sewer, 
which will be connected to the OTSD 
lines. Originally the MSD line was slated 
for completion in November 1970. Schuld 
said he now hopes the interceptor will 
also be completed this month. 


To have their home sewer lines con- 


nected to the OTSD lines, residents must 
pay a fee of $250. If this fee to not paid 
within 90 days, or by June 1, the cost will 
rise to $400. An additional $50 will be 
added to the fee each year it is not paid. 


TAP-ON FEES may be paid at the 


OTSD office at 7 E. Palatine Rd., in 
Prospect Heights on weekdays from 9 
a.m. to 3 p m. Tommorrow, the office 
will be open from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. 


Schuld said approximately 75 residents 


have already paid the tap-on fee. "I urge 
everyone to begin construction on their 
home lines now, while the ground is still 
hard. Construction will be more difficult 
in the spring during the rainy season." 


The OTSD has suggested several con- 


tractors the residents may hire to con- 
struct their home lines. To hire a con- 
tractor, residents must file for a per- 
formance bond with the district. The 
bond will hold the contractor liable for 
any defects in the home sewer line up to 
$5,000 for two years after its completion. 


Once a home sewer line is completed, 


the resident must pay $25 for an in- 
spection by an OTSD representative.

If not, we must hear from you and file 
objection to the present boundaries of in- 
corporation. Objections can be registered 
up to five days before th° h*>nring on 
March 24."

Arlington Heights, will meet his astro- 
naut namesake, after several years of 
correspondence.

Ronald Shepard, received a call from the 
office of Chicago Mayor Richard Daley 
notifying her that a National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration official re- 
served three tickets for her at a press 
conference today for Shepard and the 
other two astronauts who made the most 
recent trip to the moon. 


"The NASA official said we will get a 


front seat and will probably b*able to 
meet Shepard personally," said Mrs.

and press conference today at 10 a.m. on 
the military side of O'Hare International 
Airport. From there a motorcade will 
take them to the Loop for the parade 
honoring them.

"ALAN HAS an autographed color 
photograph of Shepard and several let- 
ters. But this will be the first time he 
has had a chance to actually meet the 
astronaut.

tions and Mayor Daleys' office. She said 
she had almost given up hope that Alan 
would be able to meet the astronaut, un- 
til she received the call yesterday.

Mayor-MSB 
Meeting Is 
Postponed 


A meeting yesterday between Mayor 


Robert Teichert of Mount Prospect and 
officials of the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District (MSD) about charges that the 
village has violated MSD rules and regu- 
lations, was indefinitely postponed. 


Teichert said he and MSD officials 


agreed to postpone the meeting until af- 
ter the village board could discuss the 
problem. The MSD's complaint against 
the village has been referred to the vil- 
lage board's judiciary committee for fur- 
ther study. 


The MSD is charging the village with 


installing a pump station and sewage 
pipe in Goifhurst subdivision "without an 
MSD permit and using the system with- 
out testing and approval by the district." 


Goifhurst subdivision is located in the 


southeast section of the village, Golf and 
Mount Prospect roads. Teichert said the 
pump and sewage pipe were installed 
about three years ago to alleviate the 
problem of raw sewage backing up into 
the homeowners' basements. 


TEICHERT SAID the pump and sew- 


age pipe were installed to "force the 
sewage from the sanitary lines in the 
subdivision into the MSD interceptor 
sewer. The MSD interceptor sewer is in- 
adequate and consequently it couldn't 
handle the sewage, which then backed up 
into these people's basements." 


The MSD is charging that the village is 


pumping more than sanitary water into 
the interceptor sewer because, according 
to the MSD formula, the approximately 
110 homes in Goifhurst could not gener- 
ate as much sewage as there is in the 
system. 


Teichert said the pump seems to be 


generating more than necessary because 
the interceptor sewer Is overloaded. The 
pump is forcing Goifhurst sewage into 
the interceptor sewer as well as pushing 
upstream sewage downstream. 


Teichert said the village is forcing only 


sanitary water into the system. Storm 
water is against MSD rules and regu- 
lations. 


"THE MEETING was postponed so the 


village board could study the problem. 
We want to be assured the homes in 
Goifhurst won't be flooded with sewage, 
and the MSD wants to be assured we're 
not pumping more than sanitary water 
into the interceptor sewer. Both the vil- 
age and the MSD are interested in 
negotiating a compromise," Teichert 
said. 


"This isn't a do-it-or-else situation on 


the part of the MSD. We've agreed our 
engineers will continue to discuss the 
problem, seeking some solution, while 
the village board continues its dis- 
cussion. Then both village and MSD offi- 
cials will meet in an effort to resolve the 
problem," he said. 


Teichert said Village Engineer Bill 


McManamon will begin checking the con- 
nections between the sanitary lines and 
the interceptor sewer in Goifhurst.

A telephone hotline, part of the Mount 


Prospect Community Action Plan (CAP) 
on the problems of drug use and abuse in 
the village, was endorsed Wednesday by 
Chief Newell Esmond of the Mount Pros- 
pect Police Department. 


Esmond was the first person to call the 


Pump House Hotline, which was opened 
at 1 p.m. Wednesday. Esmond said he 
wished the staff well in its efforts to help 
the community by sponsoring a tele- 
phone hotline. 


"I hope the hotline works out well for 


the community. I think it's a good idea 
because a person can seek advice 
through the hotline without any fear of 
recrimination or exposure. Although par- 
ents will call me seeking advice, they're 
reluctant to discuss the problem openly 
because of fear of police recrimination," 
Esmond explained. 


"ON THE OTHER HAND, there are 


times when I can't suppress information 
because of my obligation as chief of po- 
lice. We have an obligation to enforce the 
law and people know this, so they're re- 
luctant to call us. Now, the hotline will 
give these people an opportunity to dis- 
cuss a problem without fear. And in re- 
turn, I think they'll benefit from some 
good advice, recommendations and refer- 
ral services," he said. 


"People have to help themselves in the 


long run, but at least the hotline will help 
to get them on the right track. I hope it 
works well because this is the first proj- 
ect of its kind in the village. It's a start," 
Esmond said. 


The hotline will be in operation from 1 


p.m. to 1 a.m. daily and 24 hours on Fri- 
days and Saturdays. Residents may con- 
tact the center by calling 259-7184 and 
259-7185. 


The telephone hotlines will be manned 


by three people, who will work three- 
hour shifts. Larry McNally, chairman of 
the hotline committee, said at least one

Summer School Survey Set Finals, 57-50 


A survey dealing with summer school 


in River Trails School Dist. 26 will be 
distributed to pupils' parents later this 
year by the school district. 


According to Supt. Winston Harwood, 


this is the first time the school district 
has conducted a survey on its summer 
school. "We're trying to get a feel of 
what the public would like," he said. 


A proposed format for the survey was 


turned over to school board members at 
their meeting Tuesday. They plan to 
study and discuss it at a future school 
board meeting, Harwood said. 


Harwood said the survey would prob- 


ably be distributed at the end of April or 
the first part of May. He said the district 
would give them to school children who 
would take them home. 


Among the questions in the proposed 


survey form is one asking parents to 
evaluate any summer school programs 
his child has attended. 


It also asks parents whether their chil- 


dren, if they attended, would be enrolled 
in remedial programs, review programs, 
or enrichment programs 
(enrichment 


programs are those that supplement a 
student's normal instruction.) 


The proposed survey also asks parents 


to name specific courses in which they 
might enroll their children. Parents are 
also asked for specific suggestions they 
might have for the district's summer 
school program.

Park, Village Boards Discuss Money 


The Arlington Heights Park Board and 


Village Board held a joint meeting last 
night to discuss areas of mutual concern 
and decided that they do indeed have 
joint areas of concern that should be 
worked on. 


Village board members requested 


more specific informationon requests by 
park board members for a cut rate on 
water, providing crossing guards during 
the summer, paving certain streets and 
sidewalks and waiving of certain village 
inspection fees.

member Roy Bressler said the park dis- 
trict is almost to its limit on taxing pow- 
ers. 


Bressler, a former village trustee, said 


the park district could afford to pay for 
all it was requesting but warned of dire 
results. "We'd have to cut back on recre- 
ation programs and close a couple of 
parks." 


Pointing out that the village and the 


park district serve essentially the same 
residents, Bressler asked the village 
board to think of the "entire community 
— a well-balanced community in all 


areas — recreation, education and other 
areas." 
.Village Trustee Frank Palmatier said 


it was difficult to make any decisions on 
the matters until the board could look at 
exact dollar figures. 


Village Pres. Jack Walsh said the vari-

H e i g h t s Plan Commission hearing 
Wednesday night by John Ducey, an ur- 
ban researcher for the Institute of Hu- 
man Life, indicate that both Elementary 
Dist. 25 and High School Dist. 214 would 
"lose a little money" if the development 
is built. 


Ducey said he estimated the total as- 


sessed valuation of the project to be 
$1.155,000, which would be added to the 
tax base of both districts. 


The Increase in assessed value for 


Dist. 29, he Mid, would be slightly less 
than 1 per cent. However, he stimated 
that the district would receive about 105 


students from the project — an enroll- 
ment increase of slightly more than 1 per 
cent. 


IN THAT CASE, he said, the assessed 


value per pupil of the district would de- 
cline from $18,780 to $18,739. 


Dial. 25 now has slightly more than 


10,000 students. The Viatorian property is 
in die attendance area of Windsor 
School, which now has 577 students. 


Ducey also estimated that High School 


Dist. 214 would get 43 students from the 
project and that its assessed value per 
pupil would decline from $53,654 to 
$53,607. 


The property is now on the boundary 


between the Arlington High School and 
Mersey High School attendance areas. 
Students from the project would attend 
Arlington High School. 


Dist. 25 Supt. Donald Strong said 


Thursday the administration would make 
its own enrollment and financial impact 


study and would provide it to the village 
when it is completed. 


The district's study will be completed 


as quickly as possible, he said, and will 
include information about similar devel- 
opments in other areas.

State officials have ordered owners of 


Bee Dozier Nursing Home in Palatine to 
phase out their present operation over 
the next four years due to substandard 
facilities. 


Bee Dozier is one of several Chicago 


area nursing homes to be criticized by 
Chicago Tribune-Better Government As- 
sociation investigators this week. 


Along with owners of more than a doz- 


en other nursing homes. Bee Dozier ad- 
ministrators were also issued a subpoena 
Wednesday to appear before a federal 
grand jury investigation of charges lev- 
eled against them. 


ALSO ON WEDNESDAY, owners of 


the rural two-story home at 1515 W. Dun- 
dee Road received a revised state license 
which will take their status of being a 
nursing home away from them. 


The new provisional license was issued 


as a result of new standards for nursing 
home* the state set last June. 


It requires the owners to phase their 


number of nursing care patients out at a 
rate of 25 per cent each year until no 
nursing care patients remain at the home 
by August of 1974. 


At that time, the home can operate 


only as an ambulatory sheltered care 
center. No residents in need of nursing 
care will be allowed. 


CURRENTLY. THERE are 36 resi- 


dents at Bi>e Dozier, four short of the 
home's 40 resident capacity. 


The nursing home license was revoked 


and replaced with the provisional license 
because Bee Dozier does not meet state 
standards, said Paul Elbow, chief of the 
health facilities division of the Illinois 
Department of Public Health. 


"Since August of 1970, when the license 


was renewed. Bee Dozier has been pro- 
hibited from admitting any patients who 
require nursing care," Elbow said. 


He said stnte inspectors found several 


violations of state standards upon their 
last inspection, including the frame con- 
struction ot the facility, corridors too 
narrow to meet standards of a nursing 
home, inadequate door widths, outdated 
electrical wiring, improper exits and fire 
escape routes, and rooms without the re-

When the 
home's founder. Bee Dozier, died, own- 
ership was changed in her daughters' 
names in 1960, Elbow added. 


Since the investigation singled Bee 


Dozier out, state aid to the home has also 
been cut off. 


Robert Wessell, chief medical adminis- 


tration for the Illinois Department of 
Public Aid, said public funds to Bee Doz- 
ier, among other Chicago area homes, 
have been stopped until the investigation 
is complete. 


Asked why public aid was stopped, he 


said, "All funds going to homes where 
there Is a question of adequate care are 
being withheld, and Bee Dozier fits into 
that category."

Howls But It's 'Painless'

Palatine's Well-Baby Clink, organized 


rn December by the Palatine 
Nurses 


Club and the Cook County Department of 
Public Health, is a hectic place once a 
month when it provides free health su- 
pervision and immunization to area pre- 
school children from infancy to four 
years old. 


Designed to give well-baby care to chil- 


dren not served by a private physician or 
pediatrician, the Palatine clinic now han- 
dles anywhere from 25 to 50 cases each 
nonth. Health supervision and coun- 
seling on nutrition and child development 
at; well as physical examinations and 
regular child immunizations are offered 
through the clinic. 


Although the county public health de- 


partment has operated similar clinics in 
Hanover Park for about two years and in 
Wheeling for over IS years, more people 
began requesting the services of a third 
clinic and the Palatine agency was 
formed. 


"There really is a definite need out 


here for this proggram," Mrs. Connie 
Strandberg of the Palatine Nurses Club 
said. "Anyone who thinks there isn't 
need Just doesn't know this community 
very well." 


THERE ARE no boundary lines drawn 


to serve area residents. Anyone from 
anywhere in the entire Northwest subur- 
ban area can use the services provided 
by the Palatine clinic ac well as any of 
the others, as long as they are residents 
of Cook County. 


The Palatine Nurses Club donated $250 


and a number of scales, measuring de- 
vices, sheets, smocks, alcohol, cotton 
hall* and aosortid "ih\i/«ai 


the program started in December. Back- 
ed by the support of almost 40 commu- 
nity volunteers, the clinic was set up in 
the meeting hall of the Palatine Presby- 
terian Church. 


Members of the nurses club do not per- 


form any technical nursing duties during 
the clinic hours from 1 to 3 p.m. the first 
Wednesday of each month, Mrs. Strand- 
berg said. While they and other volun- 
teers weigh and measure babies, update 
records, provide transportation to and 
from the clinic and just generally keep 
the children busy, a registered public 
health nurse and doctor perform the ex- 
aminations and give the immunizations. 


ON A TYPICAL visit to the clinic, a 


mother is greeted by a volunteer who 
weighs and measures the child. The 
nurse then takes the child's medical his- 
tory, including growth, previous immuni- 
zations and illnesses and behavior habits. 
This information is shared with the phy- 
sician who conducts the examination and 
then makes recommendations for treat- 
ing specific health problems that may 
have been found. 


If needed, appointments are made to 


provide mothers and their children with 
home visits for medical attention. The fa- 
cilities of the clinic are devoted to only 
well babies rather than those with health 
defects. 


Since its beginning, the Palatine clinic 


has offered health care to babies from 
Harrington to Arlington Heights, and the 
attendance has gradually increased each 
month of its operation. 


Continued use of the clink by area 


mothers is important, Mrs. Strandberg 
said, because it serves to prevent serious 
health problems and illnesses rather 
than treat those that have already begun. 
The vast number of children's diseases 
are often stopped before they have 
a chance to start. 
chancA to start 


He said the Palatine home public aid 


recipients at Bee Dozier received a total 
of $31,360 In 1970. Until these funds are 
reinstated, the financial burden of the 
cutback will be carried by the private 
owners, he added. 


MRS. JUANITA Molway, chief admin- 


istrator of Bee Dozier, said, "It really 
doesn't matter too much, since the state 
is usually eight months or so behind on 
their payments anyway." 


She said 12 residents who have been 


approved for state aid now reside at the 
home, which charges an average of $400 
a month per resident. 


"Our home is open for inspection to 


anyone who wants to stop by. We have 
nothing to hide. Granted our building is 
old, but it is always clean," she said. 


She added that Bee Dozier adminis- 


trators have discussed rebuilding hi or- 
der to conform with state standards and 
gain back their license to operate a nurs- 
ing home, instead of shelter care center.

builder in the middle, particularly when 
he has such a large investment in land, if 
he is willing to go along with the MSD 
requirements," 
said 
Harwood. "The 


MSD requirements are the result of the 
deliberations of seven of the best engi- 
neer) in Chicago They make good engi- 
neering sense," he said. 


"Why should the standards in North- 


brook, for example, be 'different from 
those in Palatine9 This lack of con- 
sistency is hindering the building in- 
dustry," said Harwood. 


"The consumer is paying for the dis- 


crepancies in the regulations of Chicago 
area municipalities," according to Har- 
wood. "The whole point of the MSD regu- 
lations was to standardize building, and 
save costs," he said. 


"COMMUNITIES that reject the MSD 


requirements may have more stringent 
regulations," said Harwood. "They can 
add to costs and build in more require- 
ments, but beyond a certain point, it is 
not economically feasible. 


"That's the dilemma I'm in as a build- 


er, to make a salable, attractive, 
house," he said. "I work out my costs 
per square foot, including land, over- 
head, profit, size and specifications. If 
the local codes require too much, I may 
reduce the size or specifications of the 
house in order to meet the selling price 
demanded by the market. A community 
can't zone the market for me." 


Harwood said the builder cannot be ex- 


pected to solve the problem of com- 
pliance with MSD regulations. He said 
there is a responsibility on the local, 
county and state levels.

Census Reveals Women 
Outnumber Men In City 


by BOB CASEY 


Females of all ages outnumber males 


in Des Plaines by more than 1,000 per- 
sons according to a preliminary survey 
of population characteristics released 
yesterday by the U S Census Bureau 


A similar survey on housing also made 


public indicates existence of a number of 
substandard and overcrowded housing 
units in the city, although they represent 
only a small percentage of the total num- 
ber of units 


Of the 57 239 persons living in Des 


Plaines, the survey showed, 29,121 are 
females and 28,118 are males. Senior citi- 
zens 62 and older number 4,740, while 
young persons 21 years old or less total 
23.736 


There are 47 blacks listed in the city 


and 328 persons who classified them- 


selves as other than white or black dur- 
ing the census, which was conduced in 
1970. 


THE FINAL HEAD count shows a de- 


crease in the city's population between 
1968 and 1970* but that figure currently is 
being questioned by city officials. A spe- 
cial U S. Census in 1968 put Des Plaines' 
population at 57,462, which is 223 per- 
sons more than the 1970 figure 


Eighteen, 19 and 20 year olds, who are 


newly eligible to vote in federal elec- 
tions, numbered 2,245 in the census last 
year, the preliminary survey said. 


The housing survey, which shows evi- 


dence of overcrowding in some city hous- 
ing, also hats 149 of the city's 16,790 occu- 
pied housing units as not having full 
plumbing facilities 


According to the census bureau, final

They'd Flee If They Could

"Each and every one of them came up 


to us and said they would leave if they 
could They would leave everything they 
own behind and go." 


This was the way Mrs Abe Selman de- 


scribed the Soviet Jews she visited last 
summer with her father Albert Kopans, 
9124 McArthur Ct, Des Plainer 


The plight of Jews in the Soviet Union 


was brought to world attention in Decem- 
ber when two of 12 Jewish defendants 
were sentenced to death in Leningrad for 
trying to hijack a Soviet airplane to fly 
to Israel The death sentences were later 
commuted to 15 years' imprisonment. 


Mrs Selman, a Niles housewife and 


mother, told the Herald of bureaucratic 
hostility and censorship, a mood of fear 
and 
intimidation, 
official 
state dis- 


couragement of Judaism, and the fervent 
desire of some Soviet Jews to emigrate 
to Israel 


Mrs Selman and her father, a retired 


grocer, flew last summer to Moscow and 
Vilna, in the now Soviet state of Lith- 
uania, to attend the wedding of Kopans' 
nephew and to visit Kopans' sister whom 
he had not seen for 45 years, since he 
emigrated to America 


Mrs Selman, and her husband Abe, be- 


gan then- efforts to get Soviet visas four 


months before the wedding, with the aid 
of a travel agency Five days before she 
would have to leave to arrive in tune for 
the wedding, the finally received word 
from Moscow that she could come. 


However, the visa had to be received 


through official channels in Washington, 
D.C. Her travel agent told her and her 
father to go to London and to pick up 
visas from the Russian Embassy 


"When we got to the embassy it was 


like in the movies — very scary They 
knew we were Americans, and they 
didn't want to let us do anything. They 
said "come back later." Finally, the So- 
viet official refused to give them visas. 
"We didn't dare argue," she said 


SHE CALLED HOME, crying in frus- 


tration. Fortunately, the visas had ar- 
rived in Chicago, and the travel agent 
sent them by jet to London. 


In Moscow, they were met by the aunt, 


Bertha, and the cousin, Benjamin All 
other relations of the Kopans m Russia 
had died during World War II. It was a 
happy reunion, Mrs Selman said Her fa- 
ther easily recognized his sister 


Mrs. Selman and her father stayed in a 


huge hotel for tourists in Moscoe, the Ho-

a recent report that housing in some 
neighborhoods near the downtown area is 
badly deteriorated 


DES PLAINES' total of 149 housing 


units without full plumbing out of a total 
of 16,970 occupied units compares to 21 
out of 9,415 for Mount Prospect, 64 out of 
12,898 for Park Ridge, 16 out of 6,104 for 
Elk Grove Village, and 67 out of 17,804 
for Arlington Heights. 


The census takers defined full plumb- 


ing to include hot and cold running wa- 
ter, a flush toilet and a bathtub or show- 
er inside the housing unit. 


In figuring the number of persons oc- 


cupying each room in local housing units, 
the census bureau divided the number of 
persons living in each unit by the num- 
ber of rooms in that unit. 


Of the 16,970 occupied units in Des 


Plaines, the survey said, 855 had more 
than one person per room. All rooms ex- 
cept bathrooms, basements and utility 
rooms are used in figuring this total. 


THE 855 OUT of 16,970 with more than 


one person per room in Des Plaines com- 
pares to 446 out of 9,415 for Mount Pros- 
pect, 371 out of 12,898 for Park Ridge, 344 
out of 6,104 for Elk Grove Village and 570 
out of 17,804 for Arlington Heights. 


In its report, Tec-Search called for a 


"well co-ordinated attack on blight" in 
several areas of the city where it said 
bad housing exists The report was is- 
sued in a community fact book being 
used to develop a comprehensive city 
plan for Des Plaines. 


In a housing study conducted by Tec- 


Search, the report said, eight neighbor- 
hood areas were found to contain "a high 
proportion of housing units that are ei- 
ther deteriorating or dilapidated." 


One neighborhood, located west of 


Graceland Avenue, north of Miner Street 
and south of Willow Avenue, contains 
"the most concentrated blight" in the 
downtown area north of Miner Homes in 
that neighborhood, the report said, are 
generally of frame construction built be- 
tween 1920 and 1930 


SOUTH OF MINER, the report said, 


housing blight was found north of Tha- 
cker Street and east of Graceland, as 
well as in the area south of Thacker and

The bill. House Bill 19. was filed with 


the clerk of the House by Robert Juckett 


(R-Park Ridge) on Dec 17. The House 
Committee on Municipal Corporations- 
Counties and Townships Division recom- 
mended the bill for passage eight days 
before the local referendum. Presently 
House Bill 19 is awaiting discussion and 
a vote in the House 


THE BILL ALLOWS townships to raise 


money for mental health services by tax- 
ation The referendum rejected by voters 
last Saturday would have given the town- 
ships the same authority with a limita- 
tion on the tax rate which could be lev- 
ied 


"If this bill were to pass, the referen- 


dum would have an adverse effect on the 
townships now," Dr Bernard Powell, 
chairman 
of the Northwest 
Mental 


Health and Retardation Council, which 
originally asked the townships to hold the 
r e f e r e n d u m , said. Last year local 
agencies lost funds when a court ruling 
stopped townships from distributing ex- 
cess funds to them. 


Powell said he believed nothing could

THEY ATE WELL — a typical meal 


was chicken, borsch, bread, caviar, 
Strawberries and cherries were plentiful. 


The wedding was a Russian ceremony, 


the bride and groom signed the official 
register in the city hall — all that is re- 
quired by Russian law to become legally 
married 


After a large party, the Kopans and 


others asked that a Jewish marriage cer- 
emony be performed, a very rare occur- 
ence in Russia Next day, the family 
went to the only Jewish synagogue still 
existing In Vilna 


The front gate of the temple was lock- 


ed, w that no one would disturb the cere- 
mony or "start trouble." Friends came 
by bus or walked to see the "unusual" 
ceremony 


No Rabbi live-; in Vilna. so the ceremo- 


ny was performed by an old sexton, 
hired by the government, "a shifty-eyed 
character who people were afraid to talk 


to." Mrs. Selman said 


THE MARRIAGE was performed un- 


derneath the traditional canopy. Mrs. 
Selman took many pictures of the cere- 
mony and she sent these later to her 
relatives in Russia. But none of these 
pictures were ever received by her aunt, 
she said. 


Books in the temple were old and torn. 


None but the oldest knew Hebrew, 
though many still understand Yiddish, 
she said. She said there are no Hebrew 
schools allowed. 


Mrs. 
Selman and her father, and 


American relatives of the bride, were 
treated to dinner at the most elegant Vil- 
na retaurant after the wedding. The 
nephew, a photographer, and his wife, 
now live with the bride's parents, and 
may live there for years until the gov- 
ernment will allow them to have an 
apartment.

State officials have ordered owners of 


Bee Dozier Nursing Home in Palatine to 
phase out their present operation over 
the next four years due to substandard 
facilities 


Bee Dnzirr is one of several Chicago 


area nursing homes to be criticized by 
Chicago Tribune-Better Government As- 
sociation investigators this week. 


Along with owners of more than a doz- 


en other nursing homes. Bee Dozier ad- 
ministrators were also issued a subpoena 
Wednesday to appear before a federal 
grand jury investigation of charges lev- 
eled against them 


ALSO ON WEDNESDAY, owners of 


the rural two-story home at 1515 W. Dun- 
dee Road received a revised state license 
which will take their status of being a 
mining home away from them. 


The new provisional license was issued 


as a result of new standards for nursing 
homes the state set last June. 


It requires the owners to phase their 


number of nursing care patients out at a 
rate of 25 per cent each year until no 
nursing care patients remain at the home 
by August of 1974 


At that time, the home can operate 


only as an ambulatory sheltered care 
center No residents in need of nursing 
care will be allowed 


CURRENTLY. THERE are 36 resi- 


dents at Bee Dozier. four short of the 
home's 40 resident capacity. 


The nursing home license was revoked 


tnd replaced with the provisional license 
because Bee Dozier does not meet state 
standards, said Paul Elbow, chief of the 
health facilities division of the Illinois 
Department of Public Health. 


"Since August of 1970. when the license 


was renewed, Bee Dozier has been pro- 


hibited from admitting any patients who 
require nursing care," Elbow said. 


He said state inspectors found several 


violations of state standards upon their 
last inspection, including the frame'con- 
struction of the facility, corridors too 
narrow to meet standards of a nursing 
home, inadequate door widths, outdated 
electrical wiring, improper exits and fire 
escape routes, and rooms without the re- 
quired number of square feet per resi- 
dent for nursing homes. 


HE SAID STATE records show Bee 


Dozier was first licensed in 1945, even 
though the home operated 26 years be- 
fore that when a state license was not re- 
quired, its owners said. Bee Dozier is 
owned by a family corporation. When the 
home's founder, Bee Dozier, died, own- 
ership was changed in her daughters' 
names in 1960, Elbow added. 


Since the investigation singled Bee 


Dozier out, state aid to the home has also 
been cut off. 


Robert Wessell, chief medical adminis- 


tration for the Illinois Department of 
Public Aid, said public funds to Bee Doz- 
ier, among other Chicago area homes, 
have been stopped until the investigation 
is complete. 


Asked why public aid was stopped, he 


said, "All funds going to homes where 
there is a question of adequate care are 
being withheld, and Bee Dozier fits into 
that category " 


He said the Palatine home public aid 


recipients at Bee Dozier received a total 
of $31,360 in 1970. Until these funds are 
reinstated, the financial burden of the 
cutback will be carried by the private 
owners, he added. 


MRS. 
JUANITA Molway, chief admin- 


istrator of Bee Dozier, said, "It really 
doesn't matter too much, since the state 


is usually eight months or so behind on 
their payments anyway." 


She said 12 residents who have been 


apprpved for state aid now reside at the 
home, which charges an average of $400 
a month per resident. 


"Our home is open for inspection to 


anyone who wants to stop by. We have 
nothing to hide. Granted our building is 
old, but it is always clean," she said. 


She added that Bee Dozier adminis- 


trators have discussed rebuilding hi or- 
der to conform with statj standards and 
gain back their license to operate a nurs- 
ing home, instead of shelter care center.

A CFNTKAUZFD authority at the 


state level, in addition to codifying elec- 
tion laws, could also simplify the admin- 
istration of these laws There are pres- 
ently 112 election authorities 
in the 


state Of these, 110 are county-run 


These authorities can interpret state 


election laws pretty much as they please 
The final result is that the laws are not 
equally applied throughout the state. 


This leads to situations like that of a 


coed at a state university. When she 
tried to register at her school, she was 
told to register at her home, here in Cook 
County When she arrived at the county 
clerk's office, she was told she was to 
register at her college, because she lived 


there most of the time. It took her nine 
months to get registered. 


While a state board to supervise elec- 


tion procedures is no guarantee that sim- 
iliar occurences will not be repeated, it 
could streamline the entire procedure. It 
would also most likely not result in a 
brand-new bureaucracy, as it would use 
existing authorities (school boards, park 
boards) to run elections, retaining thare- 
sponsibihty for smooth elections to itself. 


Maybe a more telling argument for 


election law reform is found in the 1930 
report of the Committee on Election Ad- 
ministration of the National Municipal 
League: "There is probably no phase of 
public administration so badly handled 
as the conduct of elections. Every elec- 
tion contest brings to light gross in- 
accuracies, irregularities, 
uncertainty, 


slipshod practices, and disregard of the 


election statutes." 


Thirty years later, in another report to 


the National Municipal League, Freeman 
Holmer wrote, "The verdict is essential- 
ly the same." 


In the meantime, until the state ques- 


tion is decided, our league's local study 
for a Des Plaines Board of Election 
Commissioners will be put aside. A good 
state organization could eliminate the 
need for such a local commission.

Eclectic home decorating at its best. 


That's what you find in Jim and Joyce 
Lown's Palatine home, plus the warmth 
and charm of two gracious ex-Texans. 


Jim Lown is an engineer by profession, 


a do-it-yourselfer and artist at home. 
Mrs. Lown abounds in decorating ability. 
Together their talents complement their 
hospitality . . . and provide a comfort- 
able and pleasant home for themselves 
and daughters Bettie Jo, 13, Patricia 
Joyce, 11, and Valerie Jean, 9. 


Originality explodes beyond the red 


enameled double front doors. A 9 by 12- 
foot entry introduces Joyce's interest in 
antiques and her knack for combining 
different decorating periods. For her, an- 
tiques must be pleasant to look at. Ex- 
ample: her first finished piece, a wash- 
stand, date about 1870, with decorative 
carving and original hardware. 


"I MIXED MY OWN stain to blend 


with living room fruitwood tables," 
Joyce revealed. 


Her individuality also shows in a 


small, handsomely carved antique chair, 
found in the attic of an old barn. The 
imaginative homemaker recovered the 
chair seat in pumpkin velvet to blend 
with a living room lounge chair and re- 
finished the wood in antique 'gold to 
match a picture frame from another era. 
Still in its antique gold leaf frame, a like- 
ness of Jim's great great great aunt, 
photographed fa) 1867, provides continuity 
in teaming old and new. 


Joyce dared another period mix in the 


entry with a crystal drop chandelier, 
marbled gold and white vinyl flooring 
and gold fringed area rug coupled with 
vinyl-coated gold and white print wallpa- 
per. An antique brass spittoon shares eye 
impact with a cut flower basket filled 
witti colorful plastic blooms. The basket 
sites atop a dropped wall ledge that sep- 
arates the entry from the living room 
and points up stairway floral wall art. 


"I LOVE ALL KINDS of pictures and 


have them in every room," Joyce com- 
mented. 


The Lowns gave full rein to their flair

ent. "A room furnished in the same wood 
and style is boring!" smiled the former 
Texas lady, who as a girl learned to ride 
and hunt as well as any man. Her one 
complaint about their suburban life style 
is that she's excluded from Jim's hunting 
trips. 


In the dining room an oval cherry 


table is encircled with Windsor chairs 
and overhead hangs a crystal chandelier, 
larger mate to the one in the entry.

or searching the wall for a copy of the 
shopper's table that translates the old 


money into new. 


More than one orderly, law-abiding 


woman was sorely tempted to just peel 
off the "new pence" price tag and check 
the "real" price underneath. 


Once upon a time a quick scan of her 


basket was all the price-conscious shop- 
per needed to come within a shilling or 
two of her total bill. Now, with 100 new 
pennies making up a pound rather than 
240 old pennies, there is that vague feel- 
ing of being taken, being hoodwinked by 
meaningless numbers concealing sneaky 
price rises.

They wrote the first chapter to this 


professional basketball story back on a 
Sunday evening in November. 


They'll add the final two chapters this 


weekend. 


A doubleneader with the dangerous Pe- 


oria Chiefs will bring to a close a fasci- 
nating and, yes, frustrating season for 
the Chicagoland Travelers, the area's 
first pro-basketball team. 


It started with a November road trip to

Peoria must win both games with Chi- 


cagoland if they entertain any hopes of 
gaining a playoff spot in the Southern 
Division. The Chiefs need two wins over 
the Travelers and a Rockford loss to 
league-leading Decaiur. 


There's no great admiration for Rock- 


ford in the Traveler camp, but they're 
professionals and if they can knock Peo- 
ria out of the playoffs, they won't lose 
any sleep over it. They want to win, and 
they don't care who makes the playoffs 
now. 


"We want to end on the upswing," says 


Shaw. "Peoria will be up for these 
games because they have to win. They 
can't let down. My guys should be re- 
laxed and I just hope we can continue to 
play as well as we have against Peoria 
this winter."

Wrestling, older than even gymnastics

In casr you spent the la§t few 
dayi on a European assignment, or 


maybe lounging on the beaches in Flor- 
ida or Hawaii, it should be pointed out 
that Porter is the head wrestling coach 
of the Illinois state champions for 1971. 


That's Kersey High School, state wres- 


tling champs Not Waukegan. Or North 
Chicago Or Koavis Or DeKalb. That's 
HERSEY 


What a boost to area wrestling' 
For a guy who stands only five-feet- 


two, Tom Porter feels mighty tall these 
days He's not looking up when he talks. 


He's looking down, from that cloud he 
climbed on Saturday in Champaign. 


How many coaches can ever say, "I 


coached a state championship team?" 
It's a dream of every man who chooses 
that profession Only a few ever realize 
the dream, but when it comes . . . 


"It feels great, just great," says Por- 


ter. "When I think about how those kids 
came through, the work they put into it, 
and the work of our coaches, and every- 
body associated with the program, this 
championship just means so much, so 
very much. 


"When we came back Saturday night, 


they had the school decorated, the balls 
were decorated and then the first thing 


Monday morning there was a school as- 
sembly. Everybody is still excited, I 
know the kids are, and it was. a tre- 
mendous experience for everyone, some- 
thing they'll never forget." 


Porter, who was an assistant to Dick 


Mudge and Dave Ziemek in the Prospect 
High wrestling program, before taking 
the head Hersey job, has a background 
in the sport that goes back to his high 
school days at Thornton of Harvey. 


"There wasn't any grade school pro- 


gram," he recalls, "so my first exposure 
to the sport actually came as a freshman 
at Thornton. I played football too (an of- 
fensive guard and linebacker despite his 
size) and our coach Jack Robinson, who 
now is the wrestling coach at Illinois, 
got me interested. 


"I wasn't big, but that's one of the 


great things about wrestling. Boys of all 
sizes, little or big, can participate. Wres- 
tling's a natural activity for youngsters, 
and you can teach a boy how to wrestle 
no matter what his physical attributes 
are." 


Porter, who has been working in Dis- 


trict 214 for six years, wrestled at 112 
pounds in the state tournament in 1959 on 
the Arlington High mats, now one of his 
chief rivals for league honors. And two of 
the mat timers In that '59 state meet at 
Arlington were Dick Kinneman, now 
Mersey's athletic director, and Rog 
Steingraber.

Tom went to the University of Illinois 


for two years, earning a varsity letter as 
a sophomore wrestler, and then trans- 
ferred to Indiana State where he won two 
conference titles and a pair of fifths in 
NAIA competition. He worked as an as- 
sistant coach at Indiana State before 
coming to District 214 and Prospect. 


"Wrestling is a sport that is growing 


and a sport with a tremendous future," 


stresses Porter. 


"We usually still have to go to the kids, 


they don't come to us, but we had 120 
boys out at all levels this year at Hersey. 
We have never cut a wrestler. 


"There's still not a strong program at 


all area grade schools, simply because 
some just don't want it, but maybe that 
day will come too. I hope so. We all do. 


"Wrestling teaches so much self-dis- 


cipline and responsibility," the coach of 
the state champs continued. "It takes a 
lot of dedication, a lot of hard work. I 
look for the good athlete who wants to 
win, is willing to do what it takes to win, 
with that burning desire." 


Tom Porter knows that with wrestlers, 


that is no in between. The idea is to win. 
There is no use going through that ordeal 
of conditioning just for physical fitness. 
Running around the yard is easier. 


It is competition in the raw. There is 


no blaming the ball-hog in basketball or 
the tackle who misses a block if you 
don't whip that other guy on the wres- 
tling mat. 


The mantle of power rests precariously 


in sport, but that's always been the beau- 
ty of it. You're a winner or a loser.

state champion, and as Tom Porter says, 
"It feels great, just great."
